| My Lords, Knights, and Gentlemen, 


WAS 1gnal Advantage, thro' the Bleſ- 
ſing of the Almighty, rowards fixing the Prin- 
ples and Proceedings of the Deceived and 
Unſtable-of the Age, in Behalf of the preſent 
Eſtabliſhment, and the innumerable Bleſſings 
which are therewith tranſmitted to us; it might 
have been reaſonably hoped, that. ſych a laſt- 
ing Influence would have been fixed thereby, 
as for ever to have ſhut out any Diſturbances 
m this Realm in Favour of the Pope; and 
that none would ever have dared, for the fu- 


ture; to attempt to ſhake our Happineſs, by

rebelling againſt our Sovereign, and taking up 
Arms in Favour of a Popiſh Pretender; by 
which the greateſt Bleſſings any People on

and Deſtruction, if theirwicked Schemes ſhould 
ſucceed, 

I need not remind you, that the national Se- 
curity is bound up in the Proteſtant Line, that 


centers in his Majeſty Gzoree, our King, and 


in the Preſervation of his Royal Family, How 
can we ſufficiently demonſtrate our Thanks for 
his paternal and affectionate Tenderneſs for our 
Peace and Profperity, and for his mild and cau- 
tious Government ? And I mult add with Joy, 
How do our Enemies faulter and grieve at the 
Report of that univerſal Attachment which 
you at preſent ſhew to his Majeſty ; ſuch Ac- 
knowledgments of his Right to the Britifh 
Throne; ſuch Deteſtations of their wicked 
Atrempts, and ſo high an Eſteem of your fu- 
ture Froſpects in his Majeſty's Succeffors ? It 
might be- expected that ſuch Unanimity a- 


 mongit all States and Conditions, would have 


rooted out the very Name of Sedition, and 


brought the very Thoughts of Rebellion into 


the greateſt Deteſtation. 
But as we find that no Engagements, nei- 


ther of Duty nor Intereſt, are able to bridle 
an unſettled * who, either through Pre- 


judice to their Governors, or a falſe Suppo- 


ſition, thereby to better their ſhattered and 
deſperate Fortunes, join the Diſturbers of our 
State and happy Conſtitution; What Joy, 
what Satisfaction, what Security is it to 2 

| | whole 
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whole Nation, as it were, in Arms. to repel 
Force by Force, and to defend our King, 
Laws, Religion, Lives and Fortunes, againſt 
thoſe that riſe up againſt us? 

Such an harmonious Reſolution, I am ſatiſ- 
fied, cannot proceed otherwiſe than from the 
Heart, and e brim- full of Duty to God 
and your King, and therefore ready to be ſa- 
crificed in their Service. But 

Permit me, if pofſible, to heighten your 
Zeal, by laying before you the ChaRAcrs 
of thoſe you have to deal with, and the fatal 
Conſequences that muſt naturally follow, from 
an indolent Security, or Weakneſs on your 
Part, and from the Succeſs of the Invaders and 
Rebels againſt our preſent Government. 

The Enemy is a Papiſt, nurſed in the arbi- 
trary Court of France, and confirmed for man 
Years in the Popiſh Doctrines of Rome ſelf, 
by the Pope and his Cardinals. Now, 

Could a Proteſtant People ever experience a 
more bitter Enemy than this, who is at War 
with both our Souls and Bodies; and has 
vowed never to ſheath the Sword till they have 
deſtroyed them both, were it in their Power : 
For, 


Popery, the Religion of the Pretender, is, 


a Catholic Sham, cheating thoſe that are en- 
ticed by it, both of their Senſes, Conſciences, 
and Souls : It is an eccleſiaſtical Juggle, a 
Maſk for Knaves and the Bigots Creed: It is 
the Debauchees Engine, or a Project, that, 
for Money, offers at ſaving Men and their 
Sins together, and in ſome Caſes to make their

crafty Sort of Fiſhermen pretend to angle Souls 


tor Heaven, when the chief Deſign is to 
ſweep away all their earthly Treafures in their 
ſecret Nets. It is a ſtrange Heap of Contradic- 
tions, Errors and Impoſtures ; the higheſt 
Superſtition, the rankeſt Profaneneſs, the fineſt 


. ſpun Subtilties, and the moſt groſs Abſurdi- 


ties; for, it pretends to make its God, and 
then cats him; it teacheth its Votaries to pray 
without underſtanding the Words, or devout 
Attention of the Mind; to faſt with a luxuri- 
ous Meal of Fiſh, rich Sauces,” Wine and 
Sweetmeats : It declares Marriage to be a Sa- 
crament, and forbids it to its ſacred Clergy, as 
a Thing unclezn : It uſurps the ſole Keeping 


and Interpretation of the Scriptures z and yet 


avows that they are corrupted and unintelli- 
gible, without eve excuſing her own perfidt- 


ous Negligence, in not preſerving the ſacred O- 
racles better, or giving us an authentic Expli- 


cation. In finc, it pretends to an infallible 
Knack of deciding all Controverſies ; and yet 

ermits her Franciſcans and Domizuicans ;, her 
Moliniſt, and Thomiſts, and her moſt C. jt:2an 
and moſt Catholic Doctors to ſpend their Studies 


in endleſs Diſputes and Quarrels. 


What then is it better than a Rope of Sand, 


| held together merely by Intereſt and Force : 
A Babel- Building, erected by Fraud and um- 


bition,

dition, on the Plains of ſupine Ignorance and 


Credulity; and cemented not only with the 
Tears, but alſo with the Blood of Thouſands 
of innocent Martyrs? This is that'devouring 
Monſter, that was begotten by aginceſtuous 
Mixture of Impudence the Son, with his Mo- 
ther Ignorance; ſuckled by the Traitor Phocas, 
with the Milk of Rebellion and the Blood of 
his Royal Maſter ; Pope Boniface rocked it to 
Sleep in the Cradle of an univerſal Biſhoprick : 
The doting Monks ſung it to a Multitude of 
lying Legends and Miracles; the French U- 
urper, Pepin and his Son, gave it a newiCoat ; 
and Pope Hildebrand taught it to go High- 
lone, and to trample upon the Neck of Em- 

perors and Kings. It was always very fond of 
Babies, and never was content till it had Pic- 
tures and Images ſet up in Churches ; which, 
from a Pretence of being Lay-mens Books, 


did ſoon become their Gods and Objects of 
Worſhip : The wrangling Schoot-men provided 


it Rattles of Diſtinction, and Abundance of 
Eldar Pop-Guns for its own Diverſion, and to 
amuſe the World with : Yet at laſt it fell into 
the Rickets, and tho' the Italian Phyſic, in the 


Conventicle of Trent, ſet it again upon its 


Legs, it has ever ſince, complained of a ſwelled 
Head, and languiſhed in a Conſumption ; there- 
fore fifty thouſand Jeſuits, and an infinite 
Number of Monks, Friars and Prieſts, are 
conſtantly attending with Cordials and Paints 
to keep up its Spirits and Complexion. Its 


moſt delightful Diet is Aurum potabile, 2 
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the Blood of Martyrs; and it beſtrides the 
World with the Inquiſition and Sophiſtry. 

In a Word, Popery is properly called Anti- 
Chriſtianiſm, whether you take Anti to ſignify 
againſt, for, or inſtead of, as the Greek —_ 
guage has it; Or whether you take Chrift to 

enote peculiarly our bleſſed Saviour; Or 
more generally Princes, his anointed Vicege- 


rents; Or more largely his Saints or Catholic 
Church, who all enjoy the Un&ion of the Ho- 


. by One: For as this Mock- Religion moſt impu- 
_ -dently pretends, that its Pope, whois the great- 


eſt Enemy and Rebel to God and Chriſt under 
Heaven, to be a Vice-Ged, or Chriſt's Vicar, 
or Lieutenant upon Earth; and that he hath 
full Power, in Chriſt's Stead, to rule the uni- 
verſal Church; ſo nothing can derogate mort 
from the Perſon, Honour, Merits, Offices, 
and Goſpel of Chriſt, nor from the juſt 
Rights and Veneration due to ſovereign earth- 
ly Princes, than ſuch a forged Commiſiion 
nor yet can any Thing be more pernicious to, 
or deſtructive of ſincere Chriſtians, than the 
Doctrines and Practice of this Triple-crown'd 
Traitor. For | 
Popery, by its Doctrine of Traxſubſtantia- 
tion, will have the Body of Chriſt to be with- 
out the Properties of a true Body; and conſe- 
uently, taking away the human Nature, it

ſequence of this Preſumption, he undertakes 
to abſolve Man from his Duty to God and 
his lawful Governors, by Diſpenſations; and 
from the Penalty which Sin has made his Due, 

by Indulgences. 
It blaſphemes Chriſt's Prieſthood, whereby, 
at one Oblation of himſelf, he ſatisfied for all 
Sin; pretending that its Prieſts can daily offer 
up Chyiſt treſh in the Maſs for a propitiatory 
Sacrifice for the Quick and the Dead: Ir alſo 
undertakes to purge away Sins by other 
Means, than the Blood of Chriſt ; and intro- 
duceth a Multitude of other Mediators and In- 
terceſſors with God. And 

It oppoſes Chriſt's prophetic Office, by ad- 
ding a Multitude of Traditions and Inventions; 
as neceſſury to Salvation, to be received and 
believed with the ſame Reverence as the Word 
of God. 

It exalts itſelf above all that is called God 
in the World : Its Pope preſumes to crown 
and uncrown Emperors with his Feet, and 
treads upon them as one would do upon a 
Viper; takes upon him to depoſe Kings and 
Prices, to transfer their Kingdoms and Prin- 
cipalities, to diſcharge Subjects of their Oaths 
and Allegiance, and to juſtify their Rebellion 
againſt, and the Aljoffmation of their Sove- 
reigns. -Thus 

You ſee that Popery, under a Chriſtian 
Name, maintaining Doctrines, and impoſing 
Practices, which the wiſer Sort of Heathens 
would have-bluſhed at; and ſuppreſſing, de- 
praving, and counterfeiting divine Aa 
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ſhe makes her Proſelytes but ſo much the nite 
the Children of Wrath, than they were by Na- 
ture : For ſhe hood-winks their Underitand- 
ing, degenerates and fears their Conſciences, 
and lays Waſte all Morality. 

Her chief Object is to aggrandize its own 
Faction, and to ſecure to herſelf the Riches 
and Government of the whole Earth; and 
her Method to effect this End, is to conform 
her Doctrines to the corrupt Inclination of de- 
praved Nature. Therefore, | 

She has uſed all Methods poſſible to deſtroy 
the Credibility of the Chriſtian Religion, as 
revealed in the Goſpel; by forbidding the 
reading of its ſacred Oracles, and ſetting up 
the Infallibility of the Pope for the Standard of 
Faith; by impoſing fabulous Legends and hy- 
ing Miracles on her credulous V otaries ; by 
depraving the Goſpel with abſurd Articles of 
Faith, idolatrous Worſhip, ſuperſtitious Rites 
and Ceremonies ; by reducing our Duty (u 
on the whole Matter) to certain unreaſonable, 
ſervile Submiſſions to her haughty avaritious 
Clergy; and by reſolving the Terms of eter- 
nal -Happineſs finally into the Benediction or 

od Pleaſure of her ſervile and vicious 


rieſts. Certainly then the wife Compilers of 


the Church Homilies were not deceived, neither 
did they exaggerate her Character, when they 
record., That the Church of Rome is an 
4 idolatrous Church; not only an Harlot, as 
* the Scripture calls her, but alſo” a foul, 
&« - filthy, old, withered HarLoT, and the Mo- 
<« ther of Whoredoms ;, guilty of the ſame Ido- 
* latry,

ce ſatry, and worſe, than was amongſt the 


« Gentiles,” | 

Popery in itſelf is the vileſt Tyranny that 
ever Heaven in Judgment permitted, or 
Earth in Patience groaned under; not only 
challenging a deſpotical Power over People's 
Perſons, but aſſumes an uncontroulable Do- 
minion over their very Conſciences and Souls; 
and an arbitrary Power to pluck up, and to 
deſtroy all Governments at her Pleaſure. 

But ſtill, ſhe is a fine Cloak for the Hypo- 
crite, that would appear more religious than 
his Neighbour, and yet be tied by the Obliga- 
tions of no Religion; and an admirable Co- 
lour for ambitious Princes to enlarge their 
Empire to the Prejudice of others, and under 
a Pretence of advancing the Catholic Faith, 
and to deſtroy their own People for God's 
Sake; and as a ready Engine to excite Sub- 
jects to Rebellion againſt their lawful Sove- 
reigns, as oft as they reject the Impoſitions of 
the Pope. | | WOE 
Io ſum up this Character: As every Reli- 
gion conſiſts of Doctrine, Worſhip, and Diſ- 
cipline, ſo the Doctrine of Popery is Ignorance 
and Error; its Worſhip is [dclatry and Super- 
ſtition; its Diſcipline is Rage and Cruelty ; and 
therefore is deſcribed in holy Writ by the Titles 
of a Falſe Prophet, a Whore, and a Beaſt : 
And as ſhe is a Diſgrace and an Impediment 
to the Propagation of the pure Goſpel. of 
Chriſt, the Corrupter of Chriſtian Morals, a 
perpetual Diſturber of Civil States, a De- 
ſtroyer of true Chriſtians, the Scandal of In- 

Teal C fidels, 
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-fidels, and the Peſt of the World; it muft 
be granted, that all Mankind are obliged, 
both in Honour, Conſcience, and Intereſt, by 
all lawful Ways, to oppoſe her Attempts to 
ruin them; and to wiſh, and heartily pray, 
for her Entirpation from off the Face of the 
Earth. 

By this faithful Extract from the beſt Au- 
thors, and a long Experience of Popiſh Prac- 
tices, I hope, Sirs ! you are convinced that 
Popery is an upſtart Hereſy ; is oppoſite to the 
Goſpel, and deſtructive of our Laws and Li- 
berties: But to raiſe your juſt Abhorrence, 
and the better to confirm this due Character, 


' T ſhall now lay before you a faithful Rela- 
tion of Popiſþ CrvtLTIES, which naturally fol- 
low from a Popiſh Education; and are enough 
to melt and ſcare the moſt ſtupid Mind. A 
Work indeed fo grating, that we might be glad 
to omit, were not ſome Review of them neceſ- 
ſary at theſe Seaſons, when our — of 
ſuch Steps, as endanger a Return of the like 
Treatment,do threaten this Church andNation, 
By a Decree of the Council of Lateran, - 
Popih Conventicle held at Rome to 
the Papacy, all temporal Lords and Princes of 
that Communion are to be compelled, (if 
they will not do it otherwiſe) and are to be 
bound with a ſolemn Oath, to endeavour with 
the utmoſt of their Power, utterly to deſtro 
all Hereticks, and to labour in good Earneſt 
with all their Might, to root them all out : 


as it is further therein decreed, That if any 
tem- 
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temporal Lord refuſeth, or neglecteth to exe- 
cute his heretical Subjects within a Year; then 
the Pope ſhall abſolve his Subjects from their 
Allegiance, and his Lands ſhall be left as a 
Prey, to be ſeized on and poſſeſſed by the Ca- 
tholicks, or thoſe Powers, who approve them- 
ſelves to be true Sons of the Church of Rome, 
by Rebellion, Invaſion, and ſhedding of 
Blood. 

Here then you have the Foundation of the 
bloody Work of killing Hereticks or Prote- 
Hants; to which the fiery Zeal of that bigot- 
ted People is always ready : There wants no- 
thing but an Opportunity, and the Pope's 
Command, to ariſe and ſlay, and then any 
Land, which is marked by them for Deſtruc- 
tion, is preſently filled with Blood. Often hath 
the doletul Cry of Kill, Deftroy, Burn up theſe 
Hereticks, been heard from, and raiſed by 
this People : All Nations that have attempted 
to reform their Errors have felt their Perſecu- 
tiofs, and many Records are againſt them on 
this Account. | 

Not to mention their incredible Barbarity 
towards the American Indians, even where the 
Offence of the Proteſtant Religion could nog 
be charged upon them to enkindle their Fury, 
of whom were butchered by the Spaniſh Pa- 
piſts, almoſt forty Millions in South America, 
under the ſpecious Pretence of propagating 
Chriſtianity ; though this tragical Scene, thus 
acted with all the Tokens of Brutality at a Di- 
ſtance, amongſt Strangers both to Papiſts and 
Proteſtants, upon _ being Subjects 3 a 
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different Power from that of. the Pope of 
Rome, carries the blackeſt Proof of Papal 
Inhumanity, and the outmoſt Terror at any 
Danger of Popery getting Foot in this Land. 
I will confine my Report to the general Pro- 
ceedings of their Tyranny againſt all Deno- 
minations of Proteſtants for many Ages, where 
they have been able to ſhew themſelves in 
their proper Colours, whenſocver Men have 
refuſed for Conſcience- ſake to ſwallow their 
Impoſitions, to ſubmit to their Yoke, and 
to join with them in their Cruelties. I begin. 
with the Waldenſes and Albigenſes,. the Prede- 
ceſſors of the Proleſtants in France : Theſe, 
about five hundred Years ago, renouncing 
and oppoſing the Errors of the Church of 
FNeme, drew upon themſelves and Poſterity, 
the dreadful Perſecution which laſted almoſt 
five hundred Tears. At firſt they were de- 
prived of the Liberty of Commerce, and of 
enjoying any Office in Church or State; their 
Goods were confiſcated; their Wills cancelled; 
t heir Children diſinherited; their Houſes le- 
velled to the Ground, and themſelves, as 
many as could be ſeized, were delivered to 
the Tormentors. Then it was promiſed, that 
whoever would take up Arms, and purſue 
them to their Death and Deſtruction, ſhould 
be pardoned of all their Sins, and be ſure of 
Paradiſe, did they fall in the Attempt; and 
an univerſal Authority was given to their In- 
quiſitors and Soldiers, to ſeize and deſtroy, by 
what Means they pleaſed. This produced a 
moſt diſmal Butchery ; whole Famulies, driven 
. into 
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mto the Mountains, were frozen to Death; 
many that had great Poſſeſſions were deprived 
of all, and periſhed for want of Suſtenance : 
Some that thought to ſkreen themſelves in 
Caves from their cruel Perſecutors, being diſ- 
covered, were encloſed with Fires, and ſuffo- 
cated with Smoke : Many were hung up by 
the Heels till almoſt dead, and then releaſed 
for Money; great Numbers were quartered 
alive, and fixed upon Poles in the Highways 
for thirty Miles together : Several, as they 
were brought out to Execution, had their 
Throats cut one after another; the Bellies of 
many Women with Child were cut open, and 
their Children trod under Foot; the Breaſts of 
others were cut off, and their Children famiſh- 
ed; many had their Legs thruſt into Boots 
full of boiling Oil, and hung over a gentle 
Fire to increaſe their Torture, till kind Death 
releaſed them from their Pain; by which, and 
ſuch like Cruelties, above two hundred thou- 
ſand were deſtroyed in the Space of a few 
Months, which Number, according to their 
Enemies Report, did, in Proceſs of Time, a- 
mount to two Millions of innocent People, 
whoſe only Crime was, that they rather choſe 
to ſerve God according to his Word, and to 
ſeal their Faith by their Blood, than to accept 
of Life on the idolatrous and bloody Terms 
of Popery. And all this aroſe from the Inſti- 
gation of the Popes. 

The next Example of Popiſb Cruelties ſhall 
be their Butcheries amongſt the Bohemian Pro- 
teftants ; which, for the Space of almoſt four 

hundred 


(14), 

hundred Years, record to us the like Hor- 
rors, and ſhould ſerve, as well as the foregoing 
one, to deteſt and to keep the moſt laſting Di- 
ſtance from the Papiſts, who were the bloody 
T'ragedians in this Scene alſo. They put the 
Clergy to all Manner of Torments; they ſhot 
one in his Bed, and another preaching to his 
Flock ; they dragged. another from a Church 
to a diſmal Dungeon, and left him naked; 
they bound another with Cords about his Head 
till his Eyes ſtarted out; they covered another 
with hot burning Coals, and hanged another 
a-croſs a Beam, over a flow Fire, till he was 
; broiled to Death; and ſuch of them as eſcaped 
this Fury, thought themſelves well off to be 
only deprived of their Livings, and baniſhed 
the Kingdom: The Nobles and Commons 
that ſtood up for the Cauſe of God and of his 
holy Religion, were denied the Protection of 
the Laws; were; impriſoned and baniſhed, and 
deprived of their Goods, Eſtates, Caſtles, 
Towns and Villages: They were denied Chri- 
ſtian Burial ; driven to Maſs with Clubs, and 
beat unmercifully, fill they worſhipped the 
Hoſt ; they had their Mouths gagged, and 
the Hoſt thruſt down their Throats, when 


other Means would not oblige them to it, and 
then forced into Places full of Vermin, or 


ſtuck with Iron Spikes, where they could nei- 
ther lie, fit, nor ſtand ; or thruſt into Tubs 
to burn them, or caſt into, Pits to daſh them to 
Pieces. Such are the Tender Mercies of the 
wicked Papiſts.. | | 
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The like Cruelties were exerciſed a” Pro- 
teftants in other Parts of Germany. Mr. Jurieu 
records, that during the Space of three hun- 
dred Years, the Popes turned Germany into a 
Field of Blood: In which Time many of their 
Miniſters and Senators were ſeized and ſtarved 
with Hunger; ſome of the People had their 
own Excrements forced dewn their Throats ; 
others had knotted Clouts driven down, and 
drawn up again; others were ſtuck with Bod- 
kins ; and ſome had Cords drawn thro* many 
Parts of their Fleſh; ſome had their Legs 
ſawn off, and others their Faces plained with a 
Chiſſel; others had burning Matches tied to 
their Fingers, and other Parts of their Bodies; 
others were caſt into hot Ovens, and ſome 
were hung up in the Smoke, or roaſted before 
the Fire. And can any Man, who is fore- 
warned of fuch Enemies as theſe, think any 
thing too much to preſerve himſelf and Friends 
from their Power and Tyranny ? 

The Proteſtants in the Low-Countries are an- 
other Monument of their cruel Government; 
for between the fifteenth and ſixteenth Centu- 
ries, there were no leſs than fifty thouſand 
Men, beheaded, drowned, hanged, buried a+ 
live, or burnt. But, 

The Treachery and Cruelty of the Papiſts 
in France are never to be forgotten; in a few 
Years after the Reformation, two 
thouſand ſuffered various Kinds of Death for 
the Goſpel, which may be accountedonly as the 
Proto- martyrs; for Peronius relates, that in 
the Continuance of that Perſecution, in his 

| Time, 
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Time, a Million of Proteſtants had been mur- 
dered ; and the Trial of their Faith cannot yet 
be ſaid to be ended; for the Pariſian Maſſa- 
cree ſoon followed the firſt Perſecution. This 
was the more cruel, as it was committed un- 
der the Appearance of Friendſhip, and with 
the utmoſt Secrecy : A Nuptial Solemnity was 

oclaimed between the Houſe of Valois and 
ourbon : The brave Coligni, Admiral of 
France, and Protector of the Proteſtants in 
that Kingdom, with the other Chiefs of that 
Profeſſion, were invited by the Court under a 

Shew of Friendſhip ; but it was intended to 
ſurprize them all more eaſily ; and, having 
cut off the Heads, that they might maſſacree 
the reſt with leſs Oppoſition. Cruelty is- al- 

ways cowardly. Thus, at Midnight, with- 

out the leaſt Token of Diſcontent, after a 
Day of mutual Careſſes, and the greateſt 
Mirth, their Joy and Unanimity were turned 
into univerſal Cries and Slaughter ; at Day- 
break the Streets were covered with Carcaſes, 
and- the Channels ran with Blood ; and ſuch 
Fury univerſally ſpread through the Kingdom, 
that in a few Months there were maſſacreed a 
hundred Thouſand, beſides a hundred Thou- 
ſand more, and moſt of them Widows and 
Orphans, that were driven to beg their Bread. 
Yet, as impious as this Tragedy muſt appear 
to every good Chriſtian, this horrid Butchery 
is not only regiſtered in the Vatican, or public 
Library at Rome, amongſt the famous Acts 
done by Chriſtian Princes againſt Infidels; 
but the Papiſts in France, Italy, and 1 * 
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had publick Rejoicings on the Occaſion ; a 
Jubilee and Proceſſion was appointed at Rome 
for its Celebration; and his Holineſs, amongſt 
his Cardinals, congratulated at the Glory of 
this Succeſs of their Counſels, and of therr 
twelve Years Wiſhes and Prayers. And 

Now, the Proteſtants, that were preſerved 
out of the Ruins of this Perſecution, had no 
ſooner got a little Reſpite, than they were 
brought into Diſtreſs again, under the long 
Reign of Lewis XIV. under whoſe Direction 
the Pretender was educated, and whoſe Prin- 
ciples and Maxims, both as to Religion and 
Government, no Doubt he endeavours to re- 
tain, For though this King did not uſe the 
ſame Artifice to enſnare his Proteſtant Sub- 


Jets, as you read before had been done at 


Paris, yet he does not- come behind in for- 
getting and deſpiſing the kindeſt Offices, after 


the ſignal Services they had done towards the 
ſecuring of his Crown, having vigorouſly op- 


poſed his Enemies Progreſs, and ſacrificed their 
own Lives and Fortunes for him; infomuch, 
that the Queen-Mother owned they had pre- 
ſerved the State; and the King found himſelf 
obliged- publickly to declare, that he was 


greatly ſatisfied with their Affection and Fide- 


lity. Yet this honourable Acknowledgment, 
which flowed naturally from a Senſe of Grati- 


. tude, was ſoon depraved by his corrupt Prin- 
-Ciples, imbibed from Popery ; for after he had 
by various Edits recalled his gracious Favour, 
and ſolemn Treaties and Contracts with theſe 
his Subjects, he 1 tha very A

of Humanity in himſelf, diſabled them, dif- 
inherited them, impriſoned them, enſlaved 
them, and at laſt let go his Dragoons upon 
thoſe that had not fled from his perſecuting 
Spirit, who ſpared neither Sex, Age, nor 
Quality; ſome they hung up by their Hair 
or Feet upon the Roofs of Chambers, or 
'Hooks of Chimneys, ſmothering them almoſt 
to Death with Smoak, and taking them down 
to try the ſigning the Abjuration of their He- 
reſy, did ſoon, upon their Refuſal, hang them 
up again : Others they threw into the Fire, 
and did not take them out till half roaſted ; 
or they tied Ropes under their Arms, and 
plunged them into deep Wells, from whence 
they would not draw them till they promiſed 
to chang their Religion, Sc. Others they 
ſtuck with Pins from Head to Foot, or cut 
with Penknives, or tore them with red hot 
Pincers, &c. Or they kept them awake many 
Days together with the Noiſe of Drums and 
Kettles, and throwing Buckets of Water in 
their Faces, &c. Or they hunted them in the 
Fields and Woods, and ſhot them as ſo many 
wild Beaſts, &c. Or they impriſoned them in 
noiſome Dungeons, Sc. where they were tor- 
tured, and deprived of all Friends and Sup- 
ports; and to compleat their total Deſtruc- 
tion, he ordered all Paſſages to be blocked 
up, all Bridges, Sea-ports, and Frontier- 
Tons to be guarded, and all Ships to be 
ſearched, tha: none might ſade themſelves by 
Flight. And all this was the Effect of Papal 
_ Tyranzy a Tyranny that, upon the leaſt 
g Appearance 
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Appearance of any Revival of Proteſtants, 
immediately ſhews its Inclination for the Blood 
of the Reformed ſtill to continue. 

Poor Ireland drank deep in this Blood, in 
or about the Year 1642; where ſome Hun- 
dreds of ' Thouſands were maſſacred with ſuch 
mercileſs and ſingular Cruelty, as if they would 
then have out-done all the Children of the 
Pope and the Devil that ever went before them 
in ſuch Work: And in this Glaſs you may 
ſee what the Engliſh are like to expect under 
a Popiſh Prince. 

When the Popiſo Emiſſaries were ripe for 
executing their Barbarities in Ireland, their 
Proceedings againſt the Engliſb were various; 
ſome of the Jriſb were content to ſtrip, plun- 
der, and to expel them; then they were ſpi- 
rited up by their Prieſts to ſhake off all Hi - 
manity, and without Mercy to murder Men, 
Women, and Children, which ended in this 
final Reſolution, to entirely root out- the very 
Name of a Proteſtant in Ireland. 

At the Beginning, the [ri perſuaded many 
of their Proteſtant Neighbours to bring their 
Goods, and commit them to their Care for 
Safety, with a Promiſe to reſtore them all 
when the Danger was blown over ; but when 
theſe Hypocrites had by their fair Speeches, 
Oaths, and Engagements, ſtript the Prote- 
ftants of their Goods, Chattels, and all their 
valuable Effects, they turned both Men, Wo- 
men, and Children out of Doors naked, with 
2 Prohibition for any Perſon to help or ſuc- 
cour them; ſo that great Numbers periſhed 
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by Cold, Nakedneſs, and Hunger. But theſe 
were only the Beginnings of their Sorrows, 
When the Pope's Bull was ſent amongſt them, 
of which you have a Copy at the End of this 
Account, they killed both Maſters ahd Ser- 
vants ; both them that ſat ee; at Home, 

and thoſe they met in the Fields or the High- 
ways; they cut the Huſband in Pieces in the 
Preſence pf the Wife ; they daſhed out the 
Childrens Brains before the Parents Face; 
and compelled many to execute their neareſt 
Relations : Some they flead alive, others they 
broiled upon Gridirons and roaſted upon Spits ; 
ſome they toſs*'d upon Pikes, and others they 
caſt to the Dogs; ſome they hung upon Ten- 
ter-hooks, Trees, and Windmill-iails ; others 
they threw down from Windows, high Walls, 
and Towers ; ſome they buried to their Necks 
in Earth, and others they half hanged ſeveral 
Times over, to prolong their Miſery ; ſome 
were ript open, that they might gnaw their 
Entrails, or ſtring out their Guts to the full 
Length, faſtning them to Trees, and forcing 
their Bodies away from them; and others 
_ were caſt into Sinks and Ditches, thruſt thro? 
with Forks and Spears, brained with Ham- 
mers and Axes, or put to ſome other cruel] 
Death. Yet, as notorious as was this Scene 
of Barbarity, it was the Contrivance, and 
ated by the Perſuaſion of the Prieſts, who ad- 
miniſter'd the Sacrament to many, on Condi- 
tion they would ſpare none; and this was back'd 
by the Benediction and Indulgence of the Pope,

tainly, the Dragon was never more a Dragon, 
the Devil never more a Devil, than in this 
famous Inſtance; and yet, as if theſe fine 


Strokes of Satan's Countenance were not ſuf- 


ficient to atteſt its Original, it glories in one 
peculiar Excellency, that in Variety of new- - 


invented Tortures; in new Shapes of deviſed 


Deaths it has out-done Antiquity, and per- 
haps may puzzle Poſterity to imitate it. As 
a new Diſh awakens the Appetite, as,a freſh 
Object recreates the dulled Senſes, ſo theſe new 
Modes and Dreſſes of Barbariſm refreſh lan- 
guiſhing Fury, almoſt ſpeat and wearied with 
one unitorm Method and dull Courſe of Cru- 
elty, and put new Strength into their enfeebled 
Arms, new Metal into their blunted Swords, for 
farther Executions. Some Examples, out of 
Multitudes, I ſhall give the Reader from the 
authentick, tho* diſmal Hiftory of the Maſ- 

E. ſacrees 
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facrees at Piedmont, anno 1655, written by Sir 
Samuel Moreland, 


1. A young Man of Cumiane boaſted, that 
he, with ſix others of his Comrades, had fre- 
quently boiled the Heads, and eaten the Brains 
of ſeveral Barbets, (theſe were the Proteſtants ) 
which made them exceeding ſick at Heart, 
but wrought no Trouble in their Conſciences. 

2. Sarah Ruſtignole, aged ſixty Years, for 


. refuſing to ſay Jeſus, Maria (a ſuperſtitious 


Invocation of the Papiſts) was by a Soldier 
ripped up with a Sickle from the Bottom of 
her Belly to the Navel, and dragged along the 
Ground half dead, till another of the Soldiers 
cut oi her Head, 

3. Martha Conſtantine, the Wife of Jacob 
Barrat, was firſt raviſhed, - then her Breaſts 
were cut off, (I cannot make my Pen write 
what here follows in the Hiſtory): When they 
had fried them, they ſet them before ſome of - 


their Comrades for a Diſh of Tripes; but 


when they had eaten heartily, and were told 
what Dith they had fed on, they grew ex- 
ceeding ſick, and ſome of them died. 

4. A certain Man of Traſiniere being ſtabbed 
with a Dagger in the Soles of his Feet and 
Ears, had his Privy Members cut off, the 
Wound ſeared with a Candle to ſtop the 
bleeding; then were the Nails of his Fingers 
torne off with Pincers; and when by none of 
theſe Torments he could be brought to re- 
nounce the true Chriſtian Retormed Religion, 
they tied him by one Leg to a Mule, and

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dragged him through the Streets ; at laſt they 
twiſted a Cord about his Head, and ſtrained 
it ſo hard with a Staff, that his Eyes and Brains 


dropped out, and then they threw him into the 


River, 

5, Peter Simond, aged about eighty Years, 
was tied Neck and Heels, and thrown down 
a vaſt Precipice from a high Rock ; and 
the Way being caught by the tagged Branc 
of a Tree, he hung till he pined to Death, 
none daring to relieve him. 


6. Eſaias Garcino, aged ninety Years, was 5 


cut in Fieces ; the like Cruelty was ſhewn to 
the Wife of Daniel Armand, and the Pieces 
were thrown into the Highway. . 

7. Captain Pola took two poor Women of 
la Torre, and ripping up their Bellies, left 
them in the Snow, | | 

8. In the ſame Place the Soldiers cut off, 
firſt the Noſe, then the Fingers, afterwards 
the Hands of an ancient Woman; thus leaving 
her to periſh, without Food to eat, or a Hand 
to put to her Mouth; Several young Chil- 
dren they threw down the Precipices. One 
Magdalen, a Widow, they tied with her Head 
between her Legs, and threw her down the 
ſame Precipice. Maria Reymoned, Widow, 
was found in a Cave, with her Fleſh all ſliced 


off her Bones, | 


9. Anne, Daughter to John Charbonure, had 

a long Stake thryſt through her Body ; and 
thus ſpitted, ſhe was carried by the Soldiers, 
all naked, like an Enſign, till being tired with

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the Ground, and left her a Spectacle of their 
Inhumanity and Barbarity. DE 
10. Fohn Andrew Michialin being taken Pri- 
ſoner, miraculouſly — tw but not before he- 


had ſeen with his own Eyes three of his Chil- 
dren torne in Pieces, and the fourth, not above 
fix Weeks old, ſnatch'd out of the Mother's 
Arms, and its Brains daſh*d out. 

11. Fames Perrin, an Elder of the Church 

of Villare, and David his Brother, taken Pri- 
ſoners out of their Beds, had the Skins of their 
Arms and Legs ſliced off in long Thongs like 
Leather Points ; then they were ſtarved in 
Priſon, and their Carcaſes were left to rot and 
putrify, 
12, Jobn Pelanchion, a young Man of 
twenty-five Years of Age, had one of his 
Legs tied to the Tail of a Mule, and was 
thus dragged through the Streets of Lucerne; 
and becauſe ke would ſometimes lift up his 
Head and Arms, by reaſon of the Pain he 
felt on the hard Flints as he was dragged, 
they threw Stones and Brick-bats at him ; 
then they cut off his Privities, and crammed 
them down his Throat to choak him ; and at 
laſt cut off his Head, and left him unburied 
by the River-ſide. 8 

13. Magdalen, a beautiful Girl, about ten 
Years of Age, the Daughter of Peter Fontano, 


was taken by ſome of theſe Brutes, and becauſe 


her Age did not anſwer their Luſts, they 
Forced her Body in a moſt inhuman Way- (the 
Reader muſt not expect that I expreſs it) and 
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left her almoſt dead, wallowing in her own 

Blood. . 

14. A poor Woman, flying for Life, with 
her fucking Child in a Cradle upon her Head, 
ſeeing herſelf purſued, left her Child, hoping 1 
no one could be ſo cruel as to murder an inno- 
cent Babe; but the Villains finding the Infant, if 
tore it in four Quarters, and finding the Mo- j 
ther, who had hid herſelf in a Cleft of. a Rock, " 
they raviſhed her, and then chopped off her 
Head, leaving her dead Body in the Snow. 

15. The Daughter of Moſes Long, about 
ten Years of Age, flying for Life, was taken 
in the Snow; the Soldiers broached or ſpitted 
her upon an Halbert, and roaſted her alive. 
This was done at Villa Nova, and the Authors 
were heard to boaſt of this famous Exploit to 1 
their Comrades. 2 8 } 
16. James Michelino, one of the Elders gf 
the Church of Bobio, being taken Priſoner, 
had his Hands tied to his Privy Members, and 
hanged up in a Gate, thinking to force him to 
abjure his Religion, but in vain ; and ſo he -

17. Twoother of the Proteſtants were hung Ml 
up by the Privities, with their Hands tied be- b \ 
hind, till by the Weight of their Bodies, their | 
Bowels were almoſt torn out, had not kind Ml 
Death relieved them from their Torment. | 
18. Jobn Roſtagnol, aged eighty Years, had 
his Noſe, Ears, and other Members, chopped 
off with a Chiſſel and Mallet, in which Mi- 
ſery he diet. 


. 19. Da- 
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19. Daniel Salvagiol and his Wife, Jobn 
Durant, Daniel Revel, Lewis and Bartbolo- 
mew Durant, Brothers, and Paul Valguichiard, 
had Gunpowder cramm'd down their Throats, 
and into their Mouths, and ſet on Fire, which 
blew out their Brains, and tore their Heads in 
Pieces, to pleaſe their inhuman Murderers. 
20. James di Rore, a School-maſter at Re- 
ras, was ſtripp'd naked, his Nails were pluck' d 
off with Pincers; had many Holes made in 
his Hands with the Point of a Dagger; was 
dragged through the Town by a Kope about 
his Middle, the Soldicrs on one Side ſlaſhed 
him with their Swords, and on the other beat 
him with Staves, crying out, What, will you 
go to Maſs ? to which he replied, No, I will 
die firſt ; diſpatch me quickly for God's Sake;

21, Pau! Garnicr of Roras, had his Eyes 
firſt pulled out, his Privities cut off and 
crammed in his Mouth, in which Poſture 
they expoſed them to public View for ſeveral 
Days ; then they flead him when alive, and 
cutting his Skin in four Parts, they hung it 
up in the Windows of four of the principal 
Houſes of Lucerne.

22. Daniel Cardon, taken by theſe bloody 
Butchers, had his Head ſtruck off, his Brains 
taken out, fried and eaten ; then they took out 
his Heart, intending; to eat that alſo, but being 
frighted in the Cooking, it was left for the 
Dogs. 

23. Margaret Rivel, and Mary Privillerm, 
were both burnt to Death at a Stake; as alſo

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Manner of Death being ſo commonly uſed by 
the Inquiſition, the Papiſts count it no Cruelty, 

24. The Widow, of John Ugen, with one 
of her Daughters, taken by the Soldiers, were 
drawn through the Streets upon a Car; in 
which Paſſage they were, miſerably wounded 
with Prongs, or Pitchforks, and with Stones; 
at laſt their brutiſh Perſecutors being wearied, 
but not ſatisfied with Cruelty, threw them into 
the River, and pelted them to Death with 
Stones. 

25. Paul Giles of La Torre, flying from 
theſe Murderers, received a Shot in his Neck: 
and when he was fallen into their Hands, they 
fit his Face down the Noſe through the Chin, 
and fo left his Carcaſe to feed the Dogs. 

26. Eleven of theſe Servants of 7eſus Chriſt 
being apprehended, theſe Murderers heated a 
great Furnace, and forced them to throw in 
one another; and when it came to the laſt 
Man, they threw him in alſo. 

27. It was cuſtomary with them, when 
they had driven the Proteſtants to fly in the 
Snow, - to trace them like Blood-hounds, by 
the Marks of Blood which iſſued from their 
Feet, wounded with the Ice and Rocks, and 
when they caught them they killed them. 

28. Bartholomew Freſche, having firſt his 
Leg flaſhed and fliced, and a poiſoned Knife 
thruſt into his Heels, was clapt up in the 
common Gaol without Meat, till he ex- 
pired.

born Infant ; and two other of her Children ly- 
ing by her. 

33. Francis, the Son of Valerio Groſs, a 
Miniſter, was cut into Pieces alive, in the Pre- 
ſence of his Wife, and then two of his Chil- 
dren were alſo murdered, 

34. Judith Ravelin, and all her ſeven Chil- 
dren, were cruelly murdered in their Beds, 

35. The Wife of Gaſper Fayol, as ſhe was 
reaping, had her Head cut off. 

36. The Sieur Paul Clement, an Elder of 
the Church of Roſſano, was brought by the 
Monks and Prieſts to the Place of Execution, 
where one Pallias, a little before was executed, 


and his Body now hanging _ the Gibbet, 
an 


thinking to affright this holy into a Re- 
cantation ; but he courageouſly, 3 
t 
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That they miglit kill his Body, but had no 
Power over his Soul; adding, they might be 
aſſured, God would be the Avenger of inno- 


cent Blood; whereupon, he was executed. The 


Marquis of Pioueſſa, General of the Mur- 
derers, paſſing by, one of his Train ſtruck at 
his Body hanging on the Gallows, upon which 
iſſued Abtream of Blood from the dead Corpſe; 
the Marquis reflecting upon it, confeſſed and 
ſaid, This Blood cries for Vengeance. | 

7, Andtqw Bertono, a very ancient Perſon, 
had his Breaſts cut off, and then murdered ; 
but their Malice not dying with the Martyr, 
they. plucked oug his Bowels, and chopped his 
Body in Pieces. | 

8. James Baridouo, taken Priſoner, had 
light atches faſtened between his Fingers, 
to his Lips, and to other Parts of his Body, 
to pleaſe his Perſecutors with his lingering 
Pains 3 but at laſt, being thus moſt barba- 
roufly murdered, they cauſed two of his Com- 
panions to throw him into the River; and 
then counting that Burial too honourable, they 


forced the ſame Perſons to fetch him out again; 


and, after ſeveral Ignominies.ſhewn to his dead 
Carcaſe, it was at laſt devoured by Dogs. 
I have been the more particular in the Re- 
lation of theſe Facts, as they ſeem to contain 
the moſt ſhocking Cruelties; and therefore, 
without ſuch proper References, their Veracity 
might have — called in Queſtion, by the 
Deaceable, meek, and tender-hearted Prote- 
aut Reader: No doubt, as theſe Martyrs 
ſcaled their Faith in NR with their * 
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they alſo lived in the ſame Abhorrence of fuch - 


Barbarities, and were as meck and tender- 
hearted, and as hard to be perſuaded of the 
T ruth of ſuch Practices, as we are in this Na- 
tion; till they, by woful Experience, were 
convinced, under the before-mentioned Perſe- 
cution, that none who oppoſe the Church of 
Rome, are ſafe from her Cruelties, when ſhe 
gets the Power into her own Hands; and that 
no Punuhments or Barbarities are ſo inhuman, 
s not to be practiſed by the Emiſſaries of the 
Pope ; and conſequently ſhould teach us to be 
ever upon our Guard; and eſpecially, when 
they dare openly attempt to ruin our Religion 
2nd Liberties, to unite with one Heart and 
Hand,” and with all our Force againſt them. 


I ſhall now cloſe up the Perſecutions againſt 
the Proteſtants in foreign Parts, with an Ab- 
ſtract of the Popiſo Inquiſition ; and particu- 
larly, as ft is ſettled in the Kingdom of Por- 
—_— 

This Court is called the Holy Office, or the 
Holy Houſe : It conſiſts of an Inguiſitor Gene- 
ral, who is confirmed and authorized by the 
Pope : Of the Counſellors of the Supreme Court, 
who are named by the Inquiſitor-General : Of 
Inquifitors, who are uſually ſecular Prieſts ; 
and may be properly called the Judges of this 
Court: Of Aſſeſſors, who are Divines, &c. 
conſulted by the Inquiſitors in difficult Caſes : 
Ot an Advocate Fiſcal, whoſe * peculiar Buſi- 


neſs is to convict his Priſoner of Hereſy, with 


his outmoſt Skill: Of Familiars or Bailiffs, 
128 employed 


employed in the ſeizing the Priſoners ; to the 
ſingle Exerciſe of which Office, the Lateran 
Council has granted the ſame plenary Indul- 
gence, as to thoſe that ſuccoured the Holy 
Land: And of Gaolers, who are the mol: 
hardened and deſperate Villains, ready to exc- 
cute the greateſt Abominations, and never per- 
mit the Priſoner ta have any Communication 
or Intelligence from his Friends. 

The lyqquiſitors, and all other their Offi- 
cers, take an Oath, not to diſcover any thing 
that is ſaid or done within the Walls of the 
Inquiſition, to any Perſon whomſoever : And 
this Oath of Secrecy is found ſo neceſſary to 
hide their wicked Proceedings, that nothing is 
more ſeverely puniſhed by this Court, than 
the Violation of this Oath. 55 
The Method of Proceeding of this Court 
is ſummarily, and moſt commonly upon a De- 
nunciation; which does not, like an Accuſa- 
tion, diſable the Perſon that makes it, to be a 

Witneſs, 

If the Informer names any Witneſſes beſides 
himſelf, they are ſent for privately ; and be- 
fore Examination ſwear not to reveal any thing 
they ſee or hear in that Court. And here it 
muſt be remarked, that in Favour of. the 
Faith, and in Deteſtation of Hereticks, the 


moſt infamous and convicted Perjurers are * 


admitted Evidences upon the Lives and For- 
tunes of thoſe the Inquiſition think proper to 
accuſe of Hereſy, &c, Belides, the Priſoner 
never knows who informs and witneſſes againſt 


him, | 
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The Depoſitions and Witneſſes being taken, 
a Familiar is diſpatched with all Expedition 
and Secrecy, to bring the Accuſed before the 
Inquifitors: And this Order is executed ſo dex- 
terouſly, that rats yr, a whole Family 

be apprehended and confin'd, they ſhall not 
know which of them are there beſides himſelf, 
till they are all brought out in an Alt of Faith, 
which may be ſeven Years after. 

The Gaoler having his Priſoner in Cuſtody, 
locks him up in a dark Cell, whoſe Furniture 
is no more than a hard Mattreſs, and a neceſ- 
ſary Pot; and when he brings their Diet, he 
muſt not ſpeak to them without Leave, and 
leaves them a lighted Lamp for half an Hour. 

After the Priſoner hath ſpent two or three 
Days and Nights in this melancholy Apart- 
ment, he is carried before the Inquiſitors, 
who, before they aſk him a Queſtion, make 
him take an Oath, to return true Anſwers to 
all their Interrogatorics ; and if at any Time 
he has been guilty of any Hereſy, to confeſs 


It. 

The firſt Queſtion" the Priſoner is aſk'd is, 
Whether he knows why be was taken up by-the 
Taquifition ? And if he anſwers, That he does 
not know ; he then is aſk*'d, Whether be knows 
for what Crimes the Inquifition uſeth to impriſon 
People? If he anſwers, for Hereſy , he is ad- 
moniſhed, upon the Oath he has taken, to 
confeſs all his Hereftes, and to diſcover all his 
Teachers and Complices. If the Priſoner de- 
nies that he ever held any Herefies, or had any 
Communication with any Hereticks, he is 

| gravely , 
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gravely told, That the Holy Office does not uſe 
to impriſon People raſhly, or without having 
good Grounds for what they do; and that there- 
fore he would do well to confeſs his Guilt, and 
that the rather, becauſe the Holy Office, con- 
trary to the Cuſtom of all other Courts, is {© 


vere to thoſe that deny, but merciful to all that 


confeſs their Guilt, 

But if the Priſoner perſiſts in denying that 
he ever held any Heręſies, his Gaoler is com- 
manded to carry him back to the Place whence 
he came, and admoniſhed ſtrictly to examine 
his Conſcience, that the next Time he is ſent 
for, he may be prepared to make a true and 
full Confeſſion of all his Here/ies, Teachers, 
and Complices : The Priſoner being allowed 
two or three Days more to do it; he is brought 
before the Inquiſitors a ſecond Time, . and 


aſk'd, Whether he comes prepared to confeſs ? 


If he anſwers, That he can't, without falſe Ac- 
cuſations of himſelf or others, make the Confeſ- 
ion they dſire; then they aſk him, Where 

was born, what Bis Parents were, where be 
went to School, who were his School-maſters, 
where be lived all bis Time, with whom be con- 
verſed moſt, who was bis Confeſſor, when be 
was laſt at Confeſſion and Sacrament ? with 
many more ſuch Queſtions. And being told 
they bave ſufficient Proof he is a Heretick, they 
command him, ſince he cannot repent of his 
Herefies, unleſs he confeſs all, to go back to 


his Priſon, and there pray to God for Grace 


to diſpoſe him to make a true and full Con- 
feſſion, to the ſaving of his Soul, which is all 
| | they 
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they ſeck after. Two or three Days being 
again allowed him to pray, and conſider what 
the Inquiſitors ſaid to him, he is a third Time 
brought before them ; and if he perſiſts in 
pleading Not Guilty, he is then queſtioned 
about the heretical Doctrines he ſtands charged 
with, viz. Whether be believes Chrift to be bo- 
dily preſent in the Sacrament, and that it is 
lawful to adore Images, and to pray for Saints 
and Angels? If he replies, That he always 
firmly believed theſe, — all the ether Dottrines 
of the Roman, Church; he then is aſked, If 
he always believed theſe DoArines, how he came 
to ſpeak againſt them ? If he denies he ever 
did, he is told, That ſince he is ſo obſtinate in 
his Hereſies, of which they bave ſufficient Proof, 
they will order their Advocate Fiſcal to form his 
Proceſs, and to convict bim of them, But if 
the Inquiſitors have not ſufficient Evidence, in 
order to draw a Confeſſion from the Priſoner, 
they tell him more than once, That they bad; 
and then fall a Note lower, telling him, That 
tho' they have not ſufficient to convict him of 
his heretical Words and Attions, yet they have 
enough to put him to the Rack, to force him 
to confeſs: And when they have fixed the 
Day in which he is to undergo the Tortures, 
if he does not prevent it by ſuch a Confeſſion as 
is expected, he is conveyed to the Place where 
the Rack is, attended by an Inquiſitor, and a 
Publick Notary to write down ſuch Anſwers 
as the Priſoner makes to the Queſtions pro- 
poſed to him by the Inquiſitor, whilſt upon 
the Rack. While the Executioner is prepa- 
ä ring 
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ring that moſt cruel Engine, and ſtripping the 
Priſoner to his Shirt and Drawers, he is exhort- 
ed by the Inquiſitor to have Compaſſion both 
on his Body and Soul, and make a true Con- 
feſſton of all his Hereftes, to prevent his being 
tortured. But if the Priſoner ſays he will ra- 
ther ſuffer any think, than falſly to arcuſe him- 
ſelf or others, the Executioner is ordered to 
begin the Torture; which is, by twiſting a 
ſmall Cord round the Priſoner's naked Arms, 
and hoiſting him from the Ground with an En- 


gine to which the Cord is faſtened. And as if 


his hanging in the Air by his Arms were not 
Torment enough, he had ſeveral Shakes given 
him, . by ſcrewing his Body higher, and then 
letting it down with a Jirk, which disjoints 
his Arms, and makes the Torture much more 
exquiſite than before. 

When the Priſoner is firſt hoiſted from the 
Ground, an Hour-glaſs is turned up, which 
(if not prevented by ſuch a Confeſſion of his 
Hereſies, as the Inquiſitor, who is all the 
while preſent, and continually aſking Queſ- 
tions, expects) muſt run out before he can be 
taken down from the Rack ; his promiſing to 
make ſuch a Confeſſion not being able to pro- 
cure him that Mercy, no more than his crying 
he ſhall expire unleſs ſome Eaſe be given him; 
that, as they ſay, being no more than what all 
who are on the Rack think they are ready to 
do. 

If he endures the Rack without confeſſing, 
which is very rarely done; when the Hour- 
glaſs is out, he is taken down, and conveyed 

to 
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to his Priſon, - where a Surgeon attends to put 
his Bones in Joint, And though in all other 
Courts, the enduring of the Rack without con- 
feſſing is ſufficient to clear them, and to make 
void all Evidence againſt them; yet here, 
whatever Humanity and right Reaſon have e- 
ſtabliſned in Favour of the Priſoner, it is leſt 
to the Diſcretion of the Judge, and it is com- 

monly otherwiſe; for they who will not con- 
feſs are uſually racked twice; and if they hold 
out, which few are able to do, thrice. 

But if the miſerable Priſoner makes ſuch a 
Confeſſion on the Rack as the Inquiſitor ex- 
= the Notary writes it down Word for 

ord, and after Priſoner has reſted a Day 
or two, it is carried to him, in order to ſet his 
Hand to it; which if he does, it ends his Pro- 
ceſs, the Want of ſufficient Evidence for his 
Conviction being abundantly ſupplied by ſuch 
an extored Conteſſion being ſigned by him; 
but if the Priſoner, when it is brought to him, 
refuſes to ſign it, affirming it falſe, and to 
have been extorted from him through the Ex- 
tremity of Torture, he is a ſecond Time car- 
ried to the Rack, to force him to repeat and 
ſign the ſame Confeſſion, | 

Tis very difficult for any one who is a Pri- 


im 


ſoner in the Inquiſition for Hereſy, to eſcape 


the Rack; ſince neither the profeſſing, nor the 
denying of the Doctrines wherewith he is 
charged can ſkreen him from it; the firſt be- 
ing commonly racked, to force him to diſco- 
yer his Teachers and Accomplices ; and the 
ſecond, to oblige him to canfeſs his own 


Guilt; 
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Guilt z and if he confeſſes his having ſpoken 
ſome heretical Words, but (to ſave his Eſtate ) 
inſiſts on his having ſaid them raſhly, in a 
Paſſion, and not with an heretical Mind ; he 
is then racked in order to diſcover whether it 
was ſo or not, or whether his Thoughts and 
Words were not the ſame. If he either makes 
no Confeſſion, or confeſſes not the particular 
heretical Words, or Facts, for which he ſtands 
charged, and with which the Inquiſitors will 
never acquaint him; he is aſked, Whether he 
has any Thing, beſides his Denial, to offer in 
his own Defence, and if he has, to make uſe 
of it; for now the Advocate-Fiſcal, upon 
their having ſufficient Evidence againit him, 
is ordered to form his Proceſs. If the Priſoner 
here alledges, that unleſs they would let him 
know the particular heretical Words or Facts, 
with which he ſtands charged, and the Perſons 
who have informed and witneſſed againſt him, 
*twill be impoſſible for him to make any De- 
Fence: He is told that cannot be done; for by 
letting him know the particular Words or Facts, 
he might be led to the Knowledge of the In- 
formers and Witneſſes, who by the fundamen- 
tal Law of the Inquiſition, muſt never, either 
directly or indirectly, be diſcovered to him. 

For this ſingular and inhuman Cuſtom of 
concealing from the Priſoners the particular 
Facts with which they ſtand charged, and the 
Perſons who have informed and witneſſed a- 
gainſt them, the Inquiſitors have nothing to 
offer, but only, that if the Accuſers and Wit- 
neſſes were known, they would be in Danger 


ef their Lives; and that none would adventure 


Ever 
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ever to evidence againft Hereticks in their 
Court : Which Pretence, though there 
be fome Ground, when Courts of Inquiſition 
are firſt erected; no City, not even Rome it» 


ſelf, having ever quietly ſubmitted to them 


when firſt introduced; yet it is now evident 
to all the World, and to none more than to the 
Inquiſition themſelves, that it is altogether 
groundleſs, eſpecially in Spain and Portugal. 
where the Inquiſition is not only eftabliſhe by 
a Law, but, by a wonderful Faſcination, is ſo 
rooted in the Hearts and Affections of the 
People, that if the leaſt Affront be offered to 
any one for having been an Informer or Wit- 
neſs in the Inquiſition, the Perſon who offered 
it would be torn in a thouſand Pieces; and 
though they who have been Priſoners in the 
Inquiſition, know certainly who they were, 
that had informed and witneſſed againſt them, 
yet they dare not for their Lives, either ſpeak 
one Word againſt them, or ſhew the leaſt Diſ- 
reſpect to them on that Account. | 
ow for a Court to continue a Cuſtom, ſo 
notoriouſly unjuſt and cruel, and upon ſuch a 
Pretence as all the World knows to be ground- 
leſs, is a Confidence not to be any where 
matched, as I know of. 
The Knowledge both of the Things and 
Perſons being thus denied the Priſoner, with- 
out which it is hardly poſſible for him, tho” 
ever ſo innocent, to make any Defence; he is 
notwithſtanding aſked by the Inquiſitors, whe- 
ther he deſires an Advocate and Proctor to 
help him to make it ; If he faith hedefires; he 
not name them, but take thoſe the In» 
quiſiters 
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quiſitors appoint z who, before they have ſeen 


their Client, muſt take the following Oath. 


J Doctor of both Laws, do, in 
* © * the Preſence f the Lords Inqui- 
fitors of this Place againſt beretical Pravity, 
baviug my Hand on the holy Goſpel of God, 
promiſe and ſwear, fi icereiy and faithfully, to 
defend aud maintain the Cauſe of N. a Priſoner, 
in the Priſons of this boly Office, who ſtands ac- 
cuſed and impeached for Cauſes mentioned in its 


Ads; but ſo as not to uſe any Trick or Cavil, or 


to inftruft my ſaid Client how to conceal the 
Truth in Judgment: And I do farther promiſe 
and ſwear, That if I ſhall by any way diſcover 
my Jaid Client to be guilty of the Crime or Crimes 
wherewith he ſtands charged, That Twill there- 
upon immediately diſmiſs bis Cauſe ; and if by 


having ſearched narrowly into his Caſe, I ſhall dif 


cover that be bad Accomplices in bis Herefes, that 
T will inform againſt them to this holy Office: 
All which Ido promiſe uponPain of 2— 
of .an Excommunication, from which I cannot be 
abſolued by any but by this holy Office. So help 
me Cod, and theſe boly Goſpels, 

The ſame Oath is taken by the Priſoner's 
Proctor, as the Inquiſitors call him, tho? 
indeed, both himſelf and Advocate are the In- 
quiſitors Engines, made uſe of rather to ſift

| G 2 what 
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what they can out of the Priſoner, againſt him- 
ſelf and Friends, than for any thing elſe. 

The Priſoner being thus fitted with an Ad- 
vocate and Proctor, who are no more ſuffered 
to know the Accuſers and Witneſſes, than he 
himſelf is; is afked, Whether he would have 
any Queſtiors put by the Inquiſitors to thoſe 
who have informed and witneſſed againſt him, 
or would have them examined touching any 
Points; and in Caſe the Advocate be furniſhed 
with any full Queſtions by the Priſoner, they 
are put into Form, and delivered to the In- 
quiſitors. 

The Priſonct is alſo aſked, Whether he has 
any Witneſs of, his Orthodoxy! ? if he names 
any, they are ſent for and heard by the Inqui- 
ſitors. And as theſe Witneſſes go with trem- 
bling Hearts to the Inquiſition ; ſo alſo are 
they extream cautious in ſaying-any thing about 
the Priſoner, leſt they themſelves ſhould be 
brought under Suſpicion :. A Relation within 

the fourth Degree cannot, by the Laws of the 
Inquiſition, be Evidence for him. When the 
Advocate and Proctor are diſmiſſed, they take 
an Oath, that they have no Copy of the Pri- 
ſoner's Defence, and that they will never 
ſpeak of it to any one [whatſoever ; and the 
Priſoner is never permitted to ſee either the 
Depoſitions of his owa Witneſſes, or of thoſe 
that are againſt him. 

There 1s another very common Proceſs in 
the Inquiſition, beſide the before- mentioned; 
namely, againſt thoſe who have either mur- 


dered themſelves, or elſe died a natural Death 
| in 
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in their Priſons. The Proceſs againſt the firſt 
is ſhort : his having murdered himſelf being 
judged Evidence ſufficient to convict him of 
the Hereſies he ſtands charged with. The 
Proceſs againſt the ſecond is carried on by the 
Advocate-Fiſcal, in the ſame Manner as if the 
Priſoner had been alive; and the Relations 
and Friends of the Deceaſed are, by a public 
Edict, ſummoned before the Inquiſitors within 
forty Days, to give Evidence of what they 
have to offer in his Defence; and if upon this 
Summons, nothing in Vindication of the De- 
ceaſed is offered, the Deceaſed, after the Ex- 


piration of that Term of Days, is either ac- 


. or condemned, his whole Eſtate is 
orfeited, and his Body and Effigies burnt at 
the next A# of the Faith, in the ſame Man- 
ner thoſe are who murdered themſelves. 

But the Power of the Inquiſition extends 
not only to thoſe who died in Priſons, but 
even to the Bodies, Eſtates, and good Names 
of all, that after their Deceaſe ſhall be con- 
victed of having died Hereticks: And though 
as to the Eſtates of thoſe that are convicted ot 
having died Hereticks, they can go no fur- 
ther than 40 Years; yet as to the taking of 
their Bones out of their Graves, and burying 
them, and the depriving them of their good 
Name, there is no Time limited. Warn a 
competent Number of Prifoners are convicted 
of Hereſy, either by their own volurt.ry, of 
extorted Confeſſion, or upon the Evidence or 
certain Witneſſes, the chief Inonttor fixes a 
Day for a Gaol-Delivery, which is by them 

: call'd, 


. 
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ealled, An A of the Faith, and is always on 
a Sunday. In the Morning the Priſoners are 
brought into a great Hall, where the Habits 
rhey are to wear in the Proceſſion are put on, 
and they begin to come out of the Inquiſition 

about Nine in the Morning. 
The firſt in the Proceſſion, are the Domi 
niran Friars, carrying the Standard of the In- 
uiſition, having on one Side their Founder 
Dimi nic's Picture, and on the other, a Croſs 
between an Olive-Tree and a Sword, with 
this Motto, Fuftitia et Miſericordia : Next 
after, come the Penitents, ſome with Benitoes, 
and ſome without, according to their Crimes 
they are all In black Coats without Sleeves, 
and bare-footed, with a Wax-Candle in their 
Hands: The Penitents who have narrowly 
eſcaped being burut, come next, having over 
their black Coats Flames, painted with their 
Points rarned downward, intimating their hav- 
3 faved, yet ſo as by Fire; this Habit 
is by the Portugueze called, Feugo revolto, or 


Flames turned upfide down, The Negative. 


and Relapfed, who are to be burnt, come 
next, havmg Flames on cheir Habit r 
upwards ; and after them, thoſe that profels 
Doctrines contrary'to the Faith of the Roman 
Church, having befides Flames on their Habit 
pointing upwards, their Picture, drawn 2 or 
Days before upon their Breaſts, with Dogs, 
penn, and Devils, with open Mouths, 
paineed about it. ö 


Pegna, a famous Ypaniſh Tnquifitor, calls 


this Proceſſion, Horrendum ac tremendum ſpec- 
taculum ; 
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laculum; and fo it really is, there being in the 
Looks of all the Priſoners, beſides thofe who 
are to be burnt, ſomething ghaſtly and diſ- 
conſolate beyond Imagination; and in the Eyes 
and Countenance of thoſe that are to be burnt, 
ſomething that looks fierce and eager. 

The Priſoners to be burnt alive have, be- 
ſides a Familiar, (which all the reſt have) a 
Jefuit on each Hand, preaching continually 
to them, to abjure their Hereſies; but if 
they offer any thing in Defence of their Doc- 
trines they are going to ſuffer Death for, they 
are gagged, and not ſuffered to ſpeak one 
Word more. 

After the Priſoners, come a Troop of Fa- 
miliars on Horſeback; then the Inquiſitors, 
and other Officers of the Court, upon Mules; 
laſt of all, the Inquiſitor-General on a white 
Horſe, led by two Men, with a black Hat 
and green Hatband, attended by all the Nobles 
that are not employed as Familiars in that 
Proceſſion. | 

In a certain open Place, a Scaffold is erected, 
holding near two or three thouſand People ; 
at one End whereof fit the Inquiſitors, and at 
the other the Priſoners, in the ſame Order as 
they walked in the Proceſſion; thoſe who are 
to be burnt being ſeated on the higheſt Benches 
behind the reſt, near ten Foot above the Floor 
of the Scaffold. 

After Prayers and a Sermon, conſiſting 
chiefly of Encomiums of the Inquiſition, and 
Invectives againſt Hereticks, a Secular Prieft 
aſcends the Deſk, near the Middle of the 

y Scaffold, 
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Scaffold, who having firſt taken the Abjura- 


tions of the Penitents, all kneeling before him 
in the ſame Order as they walked in the Pro- 
ceſſion, at laſt recites the final Sentence of the 
Inquiſition upon thoſe who are to be put to 
Death, in the Words following : 


Ls E, the Inquiſitors of Heretical Pra- 
9 vity, having, with the Concurrence 
of the moſt illuſtrious N. Lord Archbiſhop 
«© of 4-—— or his Deputy N. called on the 
Name of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and of his 
«« glorious Mother the Virgin Mary, and ſit- 
e ting on our Tribunal, and judging, with 
„ the Holy Goſpels lying before us, that fo 
c our Judgment may be in the Sight of God, 
and our Eyes might behold what is juſt in 
« all Matters betwixt the magnifick Doc- 
« tor N. Advocate-Fiſcal on the one Part, 
« and you N. now before us on the other, 
« we have ordained, that in this Place, and 
& on this Day, you ſhould receive your defi- 
„ nitive Sentence. | 

„ We do therefore, by this our Sentence 
« put in Writing, define, pronounce, declare, 
and ſentence thee, N. of the City of ——— 
eto be a convicted, confeſſing, affirmative, and 
&« profeſſed Heretick, and to be delivered, and 
« left by us as ſuch, to the Secular Arm: And 
« e, by this our Sentence, do caſt thee out of 
** 'the Eccleſiaſtical Court, as a convitted, con- 
&« feſſing, affirmative, , and profeſſing Heretick ; 
& and de do leave and deliver thee to the Secu- 


& lor Arm, and to the Power of the Secular 
« Court; 
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& Court ; but at the ſame Time do moſt earneſt- 
& ly beſeech that Court ſo to moderate its Sen- 
© tence, as not to touch thy Blood, or to put thy 
Life in any Danger.” 


Can any Hiſtory produce ſo great an In- 
ſtance of Mockery of God and the World, 
as the Inquiſitors beſeeching the Civil Magi- 
ſtrates not to put the Hereticks they have con- 
demn'd and deliver'd to them to Death? 
Were they in earneſt when this ſolemn Peti- 
tion to tne Secular Magiſtrates is made, why 
are the Priſoners brought out of the Inquiſi- 
tion, and deliver*d to them, in Coats painted 
over with Flames? Why do they teach that 
Hereticks, above all other Malefactors, ought 
to be puniſhed with Death ? Why do they 
not reſent the little Regard ſhewn by the Se- 
cular Magiſtrates to their earneſt Petition, by 
their burning all who are delivered to them 
by the Inquiſition, in an Hour or two after 
they are in their Hands? And why, in Rome, 
where the Supream, Civil, and Eccleſiaſtical 
Authorities are lodged in the fame Perſon, is 
this Petition of the Inquiſition, which is made 
there, as well as in other Places, never granted ? 
Surely, not to take any Notice ' of the Old 
Canon, which prohibits the Clergy from ha- 
ving any Hand in the Blood ot any Perſon 
whatever, would be a far leſs Diſhonour to the 
Inquiſition, than pretending the Obſervance 
of it, and yet make a Petition fo directly con- 
trary to their Principles and Deſires. | 
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No ſooner are the Priſoners delivered into 
the Hands of the Civil Magiſtrate, but they are 
loaden with Chains in the Preſence of the In- 
quiſitors; and being firſt carried to the Secu- 
lar Gaol, they are, in leſs than an Hour or 
two, brought before the Lord Chief Juſtice, 
who, without knowing any Thing either of 
their Crimes, or of the Evidence againſt them, 
aſks one by one, In what Religion they intend 
to die? If their Anſwer be, That they will 
die in the Comm union of the Roman Church, 
they are then condemn'd by him % be forth- 
with carried to the Place 7 Execution, and 
there to be firſt ſtrangled, and afterwards burnt 
to Aſhes. But if they ſay, They will die in the 
Proteſtant, or in any other Faith contrary to 
the Roman, they are then ſentenced by him, 
To be forthwith carried to the Place of Execu- 
tion, and there burnt alive. 

At the Place of Execution there are as 
many Stakes ſet up as Priſoners to be burnt, 
with a ſufficient Quantity of dry Furze about 
them. The Stakts of the Profeſs'd, as they 
are called by the Inquiſitors, are above four 
Yards high, having a ſmall Board, on which 
the Priſoner 1s ſeated, within half a Yard of 
the Top ; the Negative and Relapſed being 
firſt ſtrangled and burnt, the Profeſs*'d go up 
a Ladder between the two Jeſuits who attended 
them all Day; and when they come even with 


the fore-mentioned Board, they turn to the 


People, and the Jeſuits ſpend near a Quarter 
of an Hour, exhorting the Profeſs*d to be re- 
conciled to the Church of Rome ; _—_ if 

of | 
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they refuſe to be, the Jeſuits come down, and 
the Executioner aſcends, who, having turned 
the Profeſs*d off the Ladder on the Seat, and 
chained their Bodies to the Stakes, leaves them; 
the Jeſuits go up a ſecond Time, and renew 
their Exhortation, and at parting tell them, 
That they leave them to the Devil, who is ſtand- 
ing at their Elbow to receive their Souls, and 
carry them into the Flames of Hell-Fire, as ſoon 
as they are out of their Bodies. Upon which 
a great Shout is made, and as ſoon as the Je- 
ſuits come off the Ladders, the Cry is, Let 
the Dogs Beards, Let the Dogs Beards be made; 
which is done by thruſting flaming Furzes, 
faſten'd to a Pole, againſt their Faces. This 
Inhumanity is frequently continued till their 
Faces are burnt to a Coal, and is accompanied 
with ſuch Acclamations of Joy as are not to 
be heard upon any other Occaſion ; a Bull- 
Feaſt or Farce being but dull Entertainment 
to this inhuman Uſage of a profeſs*d Heretick. 

The Profeſs'd Beards being thus made, as 
they in Jollity call it, the Furze at the Bottom 
of the Stake are ſet on Fire, the Profe/s'd are 
chained ſo high, that the Top of the Flame 
ſeldom reaches higher than the Seat they fit 
on; and if a Wind, to which that Place is 
much cxpoſed, ſhould happen, it rarely reaches 
ſo high as their Knees: If there happen to be 
a Calm, the Profeſs'd are frequently dead 
within halt an Hour after the Furze is lighted ; 
but if it prove Windy, they are not dead in 
an Hour and half, or two Hours, and fo are 
rather roaſted, than burnt to Death. And

tho* a more diſmal Spectacle than this can 
ſcarce poſſibly be, the miſerable Sufferers, ſo 
long as they are able to ſpeak, Crying out, 
Mercy, for the Love of God; yet it is beheld 
by People of both Sexes, and all Ages, with 
ſuch Tranſports of Joy and Satisfaction, as 
are ſcarce poſſible to be expreſs'd. 

And that this inhuman Joy may .not be 
looked on as an Effect of natural Cruelty in 
the Diſpoſitions of thoſe People, but the Spi- 
rit of their Religion, all public Malefactors, 
except Hereticks, have their violent Deaths 
no where more tenderly lamented, than a- 
mong theſe People; and even when there is 
nothing in their Deaths that appears inhuman 


or cruel. 


And now to come Home: Can we look 
back upon the ſhort Reign of Queen Mary 
the Firſt, without Horror and Deteſtation ? 
ſhe had never come to the Crown, nor out- 
lived her Father, had it not been through the 
kind and conſcientious Interpoſition of Arch- 
biſhop Cranmer; nor could ſhe ever have 
reached the Throne, had ſhe not been ſup- 
ported by the Proteftants of Suffolk : Yet, 
contrary to her Promiſes, Oaths, Subſcrip- 
tion, and all Engagements and Gratitudes, ſhe 
took the firſt Opportunity to diſplay the Cru- 
elty of her Popiſb Counſels upon them parti- 
cularly ; and obtained the Sirname of Bloody 
Queen, by Hanging, Bebeading, and Burning 
three hs Aur of her Subjects that refuſed to 
ſubmit to the Idolatry and unſcriptural Doc- 

trines 
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trines of Popery; amongſt whom were one 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, her Friend Dr. 
Cranmer, tour Biſhops, and twenty-one Mi- 
niſters. 

It was this cruel Spirit that cut off Heury 
the Third of France, becauſe he would not 
deſtroy all the Proteſtants in his Country; and 
Henry the Fourth of Frauce, notwithſtanding 
he had turned Papiſt, to make his Crown more 
eaſy to his Head, was murdered by a bloody 
Ravillack, a Friar, to revenge the Miſchief 
he had done them in the Wars. . 

Many alſo were their Devices at Home and 
Abroad, by Poiſon, by ſtabbing, and by 
an Invincible Armada, ſupported by the whole 
Power of the Pope and Spain, to deſtroy 
that beſt of Queens, the glorious Queen 
Elizabeth. | 

Whence came that execrable Powder-Plat in 
the Reign of King James the Firſt, but from 
Rome? When at one Blow the Deſtruction of 
King, Prince, Parliament, and the Proteftaut 
Religion in England were intended ; and that 
in ſo ſudden a Manner, as not to give any one, 
within the Reach of her Blaſt, fo much Time 
to prepare for Death, as even to fay, Lord 
have Mercy on my Soul ! Yet this is their Man- 
ner of propagating the Catholic Faith ; ſo that 
in the Popiſb Dialect, Bload-ſbed, Treaſon, and 
the Catbolic Faith, are one and the ſame 
Meng. 3 

I have not Opportunity at preſent to trace 
the Popiſþ —— — the Grand 
Rebellion in the Reign of King Charles the 
Firſt, in which it would be no hard Matter to 

diſcover, 
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diſcover, that the Jeſuits brought on, fo- 
mented, and effected the Diſcord between thar 
King and his People, and concurred and pro- 
moted his Death: But this is certain, the Je- 
ſuits in England, after they had run the Lords 
Anointed into Priſon, were encouraged by the 
Opinion of Sorben and Rome; That it was 
not only lawful, but expedient, for the Catho- 
licks to promote the King's Death: And con- 
ſequently, all the Bloodſhed, and other Evils 
of thoſe Days, are to be ſet to the Account of 
Popiſh Counſels and Contrivances to rebuild 
the Papal Power upon the Ruins of our E- 
ſtabliſnment. ä 
It would be needleſs for me to recite the 
frequent Attempts to remove King Charles 
the Second, to make Way for his Popiſb Bro- 
ther; who, upon his Demiſe, aſcended the 
Throne, by Favour of his Proteſtant Subjects, 
but was not able to ſhake off the Brutality of 
his Pepiſþ Counſels, which haſtened him to 
ſhake off their Liberties, and to exert his ar- 
bitrary Power. There are ſtill ſome living 
that can remember how he, contrary to his 
Oath and Covenant with his People at his Co- 
ronation, ſuſpended the Laws, tollerated Po- 
pery, placed her Prieſts in our Univerſities, 
infringed the Liberties of the Subject, broke 
in upon Property, erected a Sort of an Inqui- 
ſition, impriſoned our Biſhops, and ſpotted his 
Crown with much innocent Blood, that was ſpilt 
in his ſhort Reign, to ſatiate the Enemies of 
our Church. Nor ſhall I prolong my Addreſs 
with their bloody Deſigus againſt our glorious 
Deliverer King Milliam the Third; for though 
£ , they 
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they raiſed him all the Oppoſition they could 
from Abroad, and laid Snares to aſſaſſinate him 
at Home, they could never hurt him whom 
God protected. | 

The ſame reſtleſs Spirits are thoſe that have 
ſo often, as well in the Reign of Queen Anne, 
as ſince the Proteſtant Houſe of Hanover has, 
by the Conſent of the States of this Realm, 
aſcended the Britiſh Throne, and now at- 
tempt to impoſe upon us a Pretender, a Popifþ 
Bigot, whoſe Religion turns the Blood of Pro- 
_ teſtants into Holy-Water to waſh away their 
Sins, and dying for Treaſon, into Martyr- 
dom : Therefore, 

The rational Inference from all theſe noto- 
rious Facts is, That if Papiſts do not execute 
their Principles to the Deſtruction of Prote- 
ſtants with whom they live; it is not through 
Tenderneſs or Honeſty ; but, ſays their learn- 
ed Bellarmine, Becauſe the Catholicks cannot 
find an Opportunity, or the Hereticks may be 
too ſtrong for them. And this is the ve 
Reaſon given, why England, that has lain pd 
many Years under the Curſe of the Pope, hath 
eſcaped the Maſſacrees of Paris and Ireland; 

ou ſee they have been often nibbling at us, 
for they have never had Power yet to execute 
that Curſe upon this Nation : So that, in a 
word, the Courteſy of the Church of Rome to 
us in England, is this, Our Throats are not 
cut, becauſe they cannot do it ; they have had 
a longing Deſire to bring us to the Slaughter- 
houſe, but have never been able. I grant, and

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I know many good-natured People among | 


them, that abhor ſuch Principles and Prac- 
tices z; but let me tell them, they come far 
ſhort of a Catholic Goodneſs, and are in as 
much Danger of — for their Indiffe- 
rence, as we Proteftants, if ever they be known 
to their Zealots. Stand faſt therefore in the 
Liberty wherewith Chriſt has made you free, 
and be not entangled again with the Yoke of 
Popiſb Bondage. And, 


Sirs! let us enquire the Reaſon why the 
Pope is ſo deſirous to recover his Power in 
England; is it the Cauſe of Religion that he 
contends for? Is it the Love that he has for 
our Souls, and to draw us from Error or He- 
reſy to the ſaving of our Souls? If that were 
the Caſe, and the ſincere End of ſetting up 
Popery in theſe Dominions, other Methods and 
Weapons would be more advantageouſly uſed, 
than Plots, Aſſaſſinations, Rebellions, Fire 
and Sword, and all the dreadful Conſequences 
of 4 Civil War. It is not the Way to fave our 
Souls, by deſtroying our Bodies, and ſeizing 
on our Poſſeſſions: But this is the leaſt of his 
Care; it is not our Salvation which is pretend- 
ed at all Times, that is aimed at, but it is our 
not being willing to ſubmit to the abominable 
Practices of the Church of Rome, and to ly- 
ing Wonders, an idolatrous Maſs, and the 
gurſed Doctrines of Devils: Religion is the 
Maſk, but the real Deſign is to reduce the 
Nation to a Subjection, to pillage and ſpoil, 
that the Monks, Friars, and Jeſuits may ſwarm 
here, lord it over our Conſciences, and 3 
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the Fat of the Land: And, in a Word, that 
the Pope's Coffers may once again be filled out 
of England; for though it be but a httle Iiland, 
it uſed always to pay great Sums to the Pope 
betore our happy Reformation, 

There is allo a ſleeping Title of the Pope's 
to be aſſerted, whenever Opportunity ſerves. 
His Demands are great, and not to be paid with- 
out every one that is poſſeſſed of Church Lands, 
thoſe that were in Popiſb Times dedicated for 
the Maintenance of their lazy Ecclefiaſticks, 
and the Support of their Superſtition, and the 
whole Kingdom be delivered, into his Hands, 
which he claims as a Tributary to Rome, from 
the Ceſſion thereof to the Pope by King John, 
who held his Crown. in Fee from the holy See 
by which Mcans the Pope had a full Power to 
ſet up and pull down, to confirm and alter, 
and to aſſeſs and tax the Nation; and this is the 
Reaſon of their ſtriving with ſo great Eager- 
neſs to reduce this Nation; not to make us 
better Chriſtians, but to captivate our King 
and Kingdom, to ſacrifice our Eſtates, and 
Bodies anc. Souls to the Will and Sovereignty 
of the Pope. 

To heighten your Apprehenſions of this 
Trath, 1 will ſhew you particularly how this 
Nation was fleeced when under Popery. The 
Clergy and Laity were ſo oppreſſed by the 
large Remittances of Money that were conti- 
nually made rom England to Rome, upon one 
Pretence or another, that cruel Bonner, that 
butcherly Biſhop in Queen Mary's Days, did 
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confeſs, That the Pope's Prey in England did 
amount to as much as the Revenues of the Crown. 
And the Parliament in King Henry the 
Eighth's Reign, reſolved, That theſe Realms 
had been greatly impoveriſhed by what Rome 
had claimed and taken for Penſions, Peter- 
pence, Procurations, Appeals, Diſpenſations, 
Licenſes, Faculties, and their innumerable Bulls, 
Breves, &c. befides the Expences of Jubilees, 
Councils, Decretals, Pilgrimages, c. from 
which Rome made large Advantages, In King 
Edward the Third's Time 20,000 l. was a 
common Sum *remitted to Rome; and the 
Parliament found that the Pope drew more 
from us than was expended in maintaining the 
Wars of that martial Prince. The Popes ne- 
ver ſcrupled to defeat Patrons of their Preſen- 
tations, and Engliſhmen of their Preterments ; 
nor to declare that they had full Right and 
Power to give, to tranſiate and diſpoſe of all 
Benefices at their Pleaſure ; and accordingly 
they either ſet them to Sale, by which the 
Nation was drained of large Sums of Money, 
or filled with Strangers, by which the Natives 
were deprived of their natural Advantages : 
For, in the Reign of King Henry III. at one 
Embarkation, no leſs than three hundred 
of the Pope's Creatures were placed in our Eu- 
gliſb Benefices, whoſe annual Value amounted 
to threeſcore thouſand Pounds; many of the 
beſt Dignities of our Church were given ta 
c ©r dinals, and other Aliens of Rome; and 
when an Eugliſbman could be favoured with a 
iſnoprick, he was ſure to pay ſome to the 
Pope 
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Pope for his Admiſſion : For Dr. Grey, Arch- 
biſhop of York, in King John's Days, when 
Money was very ſcarce, paid to Rome no leſs + 
than ten thouſand Pounds for his Pall; Dr. 
Rale, Biſhop of Wincheſter, in the next Reign, 
paid eight thouſand Marks on the fame Ac- 
count; and Herbert, in his Life of HenryVIII. 
affirms, that one hundred and ſixty thouſand 
Pounds were carry'd off to Rome in a ſhort 
Time, only for Inveſtitures of Biſhops, in the 
Reign of that wile King Henry VIII. Beſides, 
The he not content with the Encroach- 
ten demanded a Subſidy. Pope 
Gregory the Ninth demanded the Tenth Part of 
every Man's Poſſeſſions and Labours, and of 
the Value of Moveables, which, beſides the 
King's Tax, they were obliged to pay under 
Pain of Excommunication. Pope Alexander 
TV. claimed and received the ſame ; and Po 
Martin V. demanded the Texths of the Clergy's . 
Subſtance, At another Time they were o- 
bliged, in the Reign of Henry III. to pay a 
fifth Part, under Pain of Impriſonment, be- 
ſides a third Part of the Livings of the Refid- 
ing Clergy, and a Half of the Non-Reſidents, 
under the Penalty of lying at the Mercy of the 
Pope's Officers. 

There was alſo another Invention to ſeize 
upon the Riches of this Nation. It was de- 
creed by the Creatures of Rome, That the 
Goods and Money of our Biſhops and Prieſts 
deceaſed, ſhould be at the Pope's Service; and 
that many Goods bequeathed in Wills, were 
o be converted to his Uſe. 

. Theſ 
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Theſe are the Perquiſites and Revenues, and 
the Means of enriching his Exchequer, which 
the Pope has loſt by the Reformation: . Theſe 
are the Cauſes of his Curſes upon the Prote- 
ſtants of this Nation: Theſe are the Incenta- 
tives of him and his dear Sons, to invade us, 
and to raiſe Rebclhons zmongſt us; and theſe 
he will certainly claim and retrieve, if ever this 
Realm be ſo unhappy to fall under a Popiſb 
Monarch. 

Bur theſe are not all the Claims and Preſ- 
ſures, which we are to expect upon ſuch an un- 
fortunate Event. The Monks, the Friars, 
the Feſuits, the Prieſts, the Nuns will ſwarm, 
lik Egyptian Locuſts, over the Land, and 
under the Frotection of the Pope, are ready 
to make a Demand of one ful; Half of the King- 
dom, as their fole Property ; for, if the Cal- 
culation of Mr. Squire, in his View of Popery, 

e exact, more than one Half of the yearly In- 
come of the Land of the Nation, went to the 
21ntenance of Abbies, Prigrics, Monof ore, 


Nunneries, Chanteries, Chapelries, ©. ven 
ſeveral other Houſes, which they ccc. 
gious. By which Account, you piCæ 


that as the Pope in Perſon claims the Cros 4£ 
his Tributary, one Half of the Subſtance of i: 
Subjects by Tenths, Fifths, Thirds, &c. as 
his own Property; and demands che other Half 
of the Land for the Maintenance of his Chil- 
dren the Monks, Friars, Jeſuits, &c. We 
have nothing left in the Balance for us and our 
Children; and conſequently, it cannot be de- 
| nied, 
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nied, that PopERY muſt bring in SLavery, 
And, 

Now we may juſtly ſuppoſe ourſelves in a 
fine Pickle : Here are, beſides great Demands 
on the Part of this very Popiſh Pretender to 
our Crown, by France and other Powers, that 
have provided for his Maintenance theſe jfty- 
eight Years, and furniſh'd him with Men, 
Arms, Ammunition, other Implements of 
War, and Shipping, ſo often to invade and 
diſturb our Peace, May we not on fuch an 
Occaſion uſe the vulgar Proverb, <* Here will 
be the Devil to pay, and Nothing to pay 
„ him with;** the Pope and his Minions hav- 
ing claimed our ALL: But had we ever fo 
much left, would it not be a fine Thing to 
pay ſeveral Millions of Money, expended with 
a particular View to enflave us, and to cut our 
Throats? And I may here obſerve, it would 
be a melancholy Scene, to ſee Thouſands of 
Widows, Orphans, and others, who knowing 
not how to trade, or incapable of Buſineſs, ſent 
a begging by our new Governors; wiping off 
the Sums they have repoſited under the Secu- 
rity of this preſent Government, with a Pre- 
tence that ſuch new Maſters are not obliged to 
pay any national Debts, contracted tg preſerve 
the Peace and Commerce of the Nation, againſt 
the Plots, Attempts, Invaſions, and Wars of 
him and his Aiders and Abettors, ſince the 
Abdication of Fames IT. And thoſe that are 
concerned in Trade, muſt by the Pretender's 
neceſſary Subjection to France, expect to loſe 
the moſt conſiderable Articles of their _ ; 

What 
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what then will become of the landed Men, 
when their Eſtates muſt ſink in Proportion to 
the Decay of our Commerce: Nor can the

None then 
but Wretches of deſperate Fortunes, and ſear'd 
Conſciences, can flatter themſelves with Hopes 
of Amendment in ſo ruinous a Project. But, 

Sirs! it is our Happineſs, and the Confu- 
fon of our Enemies, to ſee and hear that noble 
Unanimity and Zeal which you expreſs in your 
Addreſſes and Aſſociations, and confirm by 
your Arms, which you have taken up to de- 
fend your King, Religion, and Country, upon 
this trying Occaſion, when we are threatened 
not only with a foreign Force, but already be- 
hold a Rebellion ſet on Foot in this Iſland, 
And what can add more to our Security, than 
to ſee there is ſcarce a true Proteſtant in this 
Nation, but declares himſelf ready to ſacrifice 
both his Life and Fortune in Behalf of the 
moſt illuſtrious Houſe of Hanover. 

Reflect, my Countrymen, that it is a Popifh 
Impoſtor, educated in the School of Tyranny, 
and accuſtomed to behold the Perſecution of 


Proteſtants with Pleaſure, who now preſumes 
to

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to contend for the Throne of Great- Britain, 
with that glorious Prince, who has done fo 
much for the Pro/eftani Caute in Germany, and 
would ſacrifice his A in Defence of our Laws 
and the Goſpel: Should not then Death be 
preferable to each of us, rather than to ſubmit 
to ſuch an Exchange, it it were in the Power 
of Traitors to impoſe it upon us? And, 

Now from the Premiſes, you may eaſily in- 
fer the Grounds and Reaſons of the Laws a- 
gainſt Popery and a Popiſb Pretender to the Im- 
perial Crown of theſe Kingdoms. 

The ſame Grounds that we had for a Refor- 
mation in Religion, turniſh us with Reaſons to 
enact theſe Laws; becauſe, ſhould a Popiſb 
Prince ever ſeize on the Britiſh Sceptre, theſe 
three Nations mult again ſubmit to the Impo- 
ſitions and Demands of the Triple Crown; and 
they that could not receive all the Abſur dities, 
and run plumb into the Practices of that ty- 
rannical Government, muſt prepare for Im- 
priſonment, Tortures, and Death. 

A Popiſh Head on a Proteſtant Body would 
be a Monſter in Nature. It Popery come in, 
we ſhall have nothing our ov n , for, not only 
the Church Lands, but all the Lands we have 
will be little enough for them ; they will never 
want an holy, ſanctified, religious Pretence, 
to take them trom us, 

Miſery and Slavery are the neceſſary Conſe- 
quences of Popery. I hat theſe were the Grounds 
and Reaſons trom the Beginning, for enacting 
Penal Laws againſt Popery, will more fully 
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appear from the Recital of the following Ex- 
tracts : 

In 35 Henry VIII. cap: 1. a Statute, yet in 
Force, was made, whercin it is declared Trea- 
fon in any Perſon, who being a Subject of this 
Realm, ihall refuſe to take the Oath of Supre- 
macy, or to iwear, ©* That neither the See; 
e nor the Biſhop of Rome, nor any foreign 
% Potentate, hath, or ought to have, any 
« Juriſdiction, Power, or Authority within 
e the Realm, Sc.“ which Act was made in 
Corroboration of that other Act made in the 
28th of the fame King, To exclude the long 
uſurped Power, Authority and Juriſdittion of 
hte Biſhop of Rome. 

In the firſt Year of Queen Elizabeth the 
ſame Oath was reſtored, atter its Abrogation 
by Queen Mary; to the Intent, That all u- 
ſurped and foreign Power and Authority, ſpi- 
ritual and temporal, may for ever be clearly ex- 
tinguiſhed, and never to be uſed or obeyed with- 
in this Realm, &c. with this particular Clauſe, 
enacted , ** That whoever ſhould, by writing, 
printing, teaching, preaching, c. main- 
ce tain, or defend the Authority, Prehemi- 
* nence, Power, or Juriſdiction, ſpiritual or 
& eccleſiaſtical of any Prince, Prelate, Per- 
« ſon, State, or Potentate, Sc. within this 
Realm, ſhould for the third Offence ſuffer 
ce as a Traitor.“ 

In the 5th of the ſame Queen, being attacked 
with an unnatural Rebellion, it was again en- 
ated, with this Addition, That they wha 
refuſed to take the ſaid Oath, ſhould be guilty 
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of a Premunire. For which, the States of 
the Nation then aſſembled in Parliament, gave 
this Reaſon : ** For the avoiding both of ſuch 
Hurts, Perils, Diſhonours, and Inconve- 
“ niences, as have before Time befallen, as 
« well to the Queen's Majeſty's noble Proge- 
% nitors, Kings of this Realm, as for the 
„ whole Eſtate thereof, by Means of the Ju- 
« riſdiftion and Power of the See of Rome, 
* unjuſtly claimed and uſurped within this 
« Realm; as allo of the Dangers by the 
„ Fautors of the ſaid uſurped Power at this 
& Time, grown to marvellous Outrage, and 
* /icentious Boldneſs, and now requiring more 
* . Reſtraint and Correction of Laws, 

cc "Ros | | 
The Pope after this, appearing more daring - 
ly in Oppoſition to the Church of England, 
and having ſpirited up her Subjects by his 
' Bulls, &c. to Rebellion, pretending to have 
Power to abſolve them from their natural Al- 
legiance to the Queen, it was enacted, in the 
13th Elix. Cap. 2. That if any Perſon uſe, 
or put in Uſe, any Bull, Writing, or In- 
e ftrument, written or printed, of Abſolution 
* or Reconciliation ; or if any Perſons ſhall 
e take upon them, by Colour of any ſuch 
« Bull, Writing, &c. to abſolve or reconcile 
% any Perſon or Perſons, or promiſe ſuch 
&« Abſolution or Reconciliation, it ſhall be 
« judged High-Treaſon,”* Becauſe divers ſe- 
ditious and very evil:difpoſed People, mind- 
ing not only to nan Ayes Realm, and the Im- 
perial Crown thereof, into the Thraldom and 
K Subjec- 
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Subjection of that foreign, uſurped, and un- 
lawful. Juriſdiction, Preheminency, and Au- 
thority, claimed by the See of Rome ; but alſo 
to eſtrange, and alienate the Minds and Hearts 
of ſundry her Majeſty's Subjects, from their 
dutiful Obedience, and to raiſe and ſtir Sedi- 
tion and Rebellion within this Realm; have re- 
ceived and propagated the Pope's Bull, in 
which he pretends to have Power to abſolve 
and reconcile all thoſe, that will be contented 
to forſake their due Obedience; whereby hath 
grown, great Diſobedience and Boldneſs in 
many; our holy Religion has been deſpiſed ; 
the Government rejected; and a moſt wicked 
and unnatural Rebellion hath enſued ; which 
mult be attended with farther Danger to this 
calm, if the ungodly and wicked Attempts 
in that Bchalf, be not, by Severity of Laws 
reſtrained and bridled ; as the Preamble to 
that Act moſt diſtinctly declares. 

In the 27 Eliz. Cap. 2. It was further en- 
acted, - „That neither Jeſuits, Prieſts, or any 
.<« Popiſh Ecclęſiaſtical Perſon, ſhould come or 
& remain in England, under Penalty of Trea- 
„ ſon.** Becauſe, as the ſaid Act reaſoneth, 
„Of late many Zeſuits, Prieſts, &c, have 
* come and been ſent into the Realm, Sc. 
„of Purpoſes, not only to withdraw her 
* Highneſs's Subjects from their due Obe- 
e dience to her Majeſty, but allo to ſtir up, 
* and move Sedition, Kebellion, and open Ho- 
'« ſtility, within the ſame, Cc. 

Theſe Laws were found to be ſo reaſonable 
and well-grounded, that upon the Acceſſion 
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of King James I. they were all confirmed by 
the Parliament; and when in the third Year 
of his Reign, the Papiſts, not content under 
his mild and tollerating Government, attempted 
to deſtroy him and the Parliament with Gun- 
powder, drew upon themſelves that Act, which 
makes it High-Treaſon for any to put in Prac- 
tice to abſolve, perſuade or withdraw any of 
the Subjects of the King, or of his Heirs, 
from their natural Obedience to his Majeſty, 
his Heirs or Succeſſors, or to reconcile them 
to the Pope, or See of Rome; and adjudges 
them to be Traitors, who are willingly ab- 
ſolved or withdrawn aforeſaid ; the States of 
the Nation aſſembled in Parliament, aſſign the 
following Reaſon: ** Foraſmuch, ſay they, 
as it is found by daily Experience, that 
% many of his Majeſty's Subjects that adhere 
& in their Hearts to the Popiſh Religion, by 
« the Infection drawn from thence, by the 
„ wicked and deviliſh Counſels of Jeſuits, 
«© Seminaries, and other like Perſons, dange- 
c rous to the Church and State, are fo per- 
“ verted in their Loyalties and due Allegiance 
<« to the King's Majeſty and the Crown of 
England, as they are ready to entertain and 
execute any treaſonable Conſpiracies and 
&« Pratices, as evidently appears by that more 
than barbarous Attempt, to have blown up 
« with Gun-Pcwaer, the King, Sc.“ 

Thus you ſee the Grounds and Reaſons gi- 
ven by the Legiſlature, for enacting the Penal 
Laws againſt Papiſts in this Nation: And, 1 
dare ſay, that we have as great Reaſon to ſee 
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them well executed. For if it was thought 
reaſenable to exclude the Pope's Power in Henry 
the Eight's Time, it cannot be leſs reaſonable 
now, If the Pope's Claim to theſe Realms 
was unjuſt, and his Fautors and Aſſiſtants in 
this Kingdom, required ſharp Reſtraint and 
Correction of Laws in Queen Elizabeth's 


Reign: If his Pretence to abſolve Subjects - 


from their Allegiance was then High-Trea- 
ſon in thoſe that taught or believed it: and if 
it was neceſſary to reſtrain and bridle ſuch un- 


godly and wicked Attempts by the Severity 


of Laws: and if it was reaſonable to baniſh all 
Prieſts, Feſuits, &c, from this Land, under 
Pain of Treaſon, to prevent Seditions and Re- 
bellions therein in thoſe Days; are not theſe 
Reaſons ſtill more ſolid with this Generation, 
when theſe treaſonable Prattices are openly 
avowed, and Sedition and Rebellion are actually 
promoted and maintained by the Jeſuits and 
Prieſts, that are ſo dangerous to our Church 
and State ? And, 

Therefore the Legiſlature; ſince the Revo- 
lution, has ſeen it neceſſary not only to guard 
againſt the Pope, and the 2 and Prieſts, 
and other diſaffected Subjects, that adhere to 
the Pope, but even againſt a Popiſb Pretender 
to the Crown of theſe Realms, and againſt 
any Popiſb Succeſſor to the Britiſb Throne, by 
ſeveral wholeſome and expedient Laws: For as 
they obſerved, That during the two ſhort Go- 
vernments of Mary and Fames II. who were the 
only Popiſh Sovereigns ſince the Reformation 
in England, neither Duty nor Intereſt ; —_—

their ſolemn Oaths and Contracts with their 
Proteſtant Subjects, nor their own Peace and 
Tranquillity, and Good of theirFamilies, could 
deter them from breaking our Laws, violating 
our Conſtitution, and by Illegal and perſecut- 
ing Means, from endeavouring to replace this 
Nation under the Papal "Tyranny, It was en- 
acted, 1 Will. and Mary, Seſſ. 2. Cap. 2. 
That, whereas it hath been found by Expe- 
rience, that it is inconſiſtent with the Safety 
and Welfare of this Proteſtant Kingdom, to 
be governed by a Popiſh Prince, or by any 
King or Queen marrying a Papiſt; all, and 
every Perſon or Perſons that is, are, or ſhall 
be reconciled to, or ſhall hold Communion 
with the See of Rome, or ſhall profeſs the Popiſb 
Religion, or ſhall marry a Papiſt, ſhall be ex- 
cluded, and be for ever incapable to inherit, 
poſſeſs, or enjoy the Crown and Government 
of this Realm, and Jrelaad, and the Domi- 
nions thereunto belonging, &c. 

The ſame Parliament foreſeeing that a great 
Number of Papiſts, in and about the Cities of 
London and Weſtminſter, might be dangerous 
to the Peace and Satety of the Kingdom, en- 
acted, That for the better Preſervation of the 
common Safety, and avoiding of their miſ- 
chievous Practices and Deſigns, they ſhould 
remove ten Miles from the ſame; and that no 
Papiſt or reputed Papiſt, ſhall have, or keep in 
his Houſe or elſewhere, any Arms, Weapons, 
Gun-Powder, or Ammunition, or any Horſe 
above the Value of five Pound. 
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In the 13th Year of King William III. 
Chap. 3. it is enacted, That the pretended 
Prince of Wales ſtand and be convicted and 
attainted of High-Treaſon, and that he ſuffer 
Pains of Death, and incur all Forfeitures as a 
Traitor convicted and attainted of High- 
Treaſon ; and that whoever correſponds with 
him, or with any Perſon employed by him, 
thall be deem'd guilty of High-Treaſon. 

To theſe I could add many more Acts, 
which the different Circumſtances of the Times 
have made neceſſary to be enacted, for the 
Suppreſſion of Popery, and the publick Safety; 
ſuch as the 7 Will. III. Cap. 7. the 9 Will. III. 
Cap. 1. the 11 Will. III. Cap. 4. the 12 Will. 
III. Cap 2. the 13 Will. Cap. 6. the 1 Anne, 
Parl. 2. Cap. 17. the 3 and 4 Anne, Cap. 14. 
the 4 Anne, Cap. 8. the 5 Anne, Cap. 8. the 
6 Anne, Cap. 7 and 14. the w/t. of Queen 
Anne. the 1 Geo. I. and ſome others, which 
have been made for the Security of the Houſe 
of Hanover in Poſſeſſion of the Britiſb Crown 
againſt all Pretenders, Invaders, and both fo- 
reign and domeſtick Enemies : But as they 
all ferve only to convince us of that Deſtruc- 
tion and Ruin that we are ſatisfied, and the 
foregoing Acts declare, a Popiſh Prince muſt 
unavoidably bring upon this Land, I think 
myſelf diſcharged of my Promiſe in the Title j 
to theſe Sheets: And 
As I have given you a faithful and juſt Ac- 
count of Popery and Popiſb Crueltics in Ame- 
rica, on the Borders of Piedmont among the 
Waldenſes and Albigenſes, in Bohemia, the 3 
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Parts of Germany, the Low- Countries, in 
France, Ireland, and England ; and laid be- 
fore you an Eſtimate of the Demands to be 
made upon England by the Pope, and thoſe 
that have maintained and ſupported, aided 
and aſſiſted the Pretender; and ſhewn you the 
Grounds and Reaſons of the Laws againſt 
Popery, and a Popiſh Succeſſor to the Imperial 
Crown of Great Britain; I ſhall beg Leave 
to conclude with the following Exhortation. 


You, Sirs ! appear in the Cauſe of God and 
his holy Religion; and m Defence of your 
King and Country againſt the Pope and his 
idolatrous Superſtition, and againſt a Popiſb 
Pretender and the S/avery, which he attempts 
to bring in with Fire and Sword. Commit 
then yourſelves and Cauſe to him that ſeeth. 
Remember his former Mercies to this Church 
and Nation : raiſe up an holy Confidence in 
your Hearts, to bear a full and faithful Teſti- 
mony againſt the myſtical Babylon, the Papal 
Church, and againſt all its Abominations : 
their Polices are Fooliſhneſs, and their com- 
bined Strength is but Weakneſs before the 
Lord ; theretore make him alone your Re- 
tuge. 

Shs aſide all Animoſities and DiſtinRiors 
of Parties, and unite with one Hand to reſiſt 
the Popiſh Intereſt. The Pope's Bulls roar 
againlt us all without Diſtiuction; the Papiſts 
are united to ruin the Lives and Eſtates of all 
Parties in thoſe Nations that are not, or at leaſt 
reſolve not to be Popiſb. 

This 
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This Proteſtant Nation is greatly concerned 
for the Preſervation of its Government, and 
Continuance of the Goſpel, againſt the Deſigns 
and Motions of the Pap:/ts, who have a foreign 
Dependence, a foreign Law-giver, to whom 
they think themſelves bound to pay an impli- 
cit Obedience, even when his Commands are 
inconſiſtent with the Government and Safety, 
and contrary to the Laws of Great Britain. 
And as no Man can ſerve two Maſters with 
Affection and Fidelity to both, ſo to aſſert 
the Pope's Authority, Juriſdiction, and Supre- 
macy in this Kingdom, and the. Dominions 
thereunto belonging, is to deny the King's. 
How can the Papiſts, who ſwear Allegiance 
to the Roman See, be true to our Kings Sove- 
reignty and Government, which excludes all 
foreign Juriſdiction and Authority ? All their 
Pretences and Boaſtings of Loyalty to a Pro- 
teſtant King are tempered and made ſubſervi- 
ent to the Service of their Church, or with a 
Salvo to their Romiſh Allegiance, which with 
them is always ſuperior to any other Intereſt : 
Therefore the Proteſtant Government mult ſe- 
cure itſelf againſt the Devices of theſe Papal 
Dependents and Subjects, by their Diligence 
and Circumſpection, and by an unwearied 
Watchfulneſs and endleſs Jealouſy ; for neither 
Oaths, Vows, or Teſts, will ever be able to 
bind thoſe in their Duty to a Proteſtant King, 
who are inſtructed, and believe it to be a ne- 
ceſſary Part of their Faith, not to keep their 
Promiſes or Engagements with Hereticłs. 


There- 
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Therefore, let us not only make Proteſta- 
tions of Loyalty, and Abhorrence of Popery 
and Rebellion; but let us arm ourſelves in a 
juſt Defence of our Religion, our King, and 
our Laws and Liberties. Be not deceived by 
fair Promiſes, nor artful Pretences, ever to ad- 
mit a Popiſb Prince to, rule over you; and, 
with me, chuſe Death in the Field of Battle, 
rather than to wait the direful Effects of a 
22510 Uſurpation, ſhould God in his Wrath 

ink proper to puniſh the Sins of this Nation 
with a Popiſp Scoyrge. 

Remember how much this Church and Na- 
tion ſuffered, in the bloody, tho* ſhort Reign 
of Queen Mary, contrary to ſolemn Promiſes ; 
when not only Hereticks or Proteſtants convict 
were put to Death, but all that were ſuſpected, 
and would not confeſs, were put to the Tor- 
ture. | 
Remember alſo what Progreſs was made to- 
wards enllaving our Bodies and Souls, and the 
Miſeries theſe Kingdoms were threaten'd with 
under the late unhappy King James: And 
nothing better, but, it poſſible, worſe muſt 
W ee eee 
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Let us then to our Arms add our earneſt 
Prayers for the Caſe and State of God's 
. Church, and the Purity of the Goſpel : That 
he will pleaſe to protect them, and preſerve 
them to us and our Poſterity : That he will 
keep and preſerve the King, and his Royal 
Houſe, from the evil and violent Attempts of 


the Pope and the Pretender: That this Throne 
L way 
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may ever be bleſſed with a Proteſtant Prince 
or Governor : That all Authority may faith- 
fully ſet themſelves to oppoſe the politick and 
powerful Attempts of Papiſts to introduce 
Popery; and that able, faithful, and Proteſtant 
Teachers may ever abound in this Land, to 
ſtand in the Gap againſt her damnable Doc- 
trines and Practices. And let us pray for the 
Ruin and Downfal of the Papal Antichriſt, as 
that which God hath curſed, and therefore 
muſt fall: and as that which is deſtructive to 
the Liberty, Peace, and Proteſtant Religion in 
theſe Nations; and therefore ſhould be here 
kept out and caſt away as an abominable 
Thing: And therefore let us conclude with 
this humble Petition to the Almighty,
